
Fuhrman Transcripts Reveal 
Anti-Gay, Anti-SF Comments

San Francisco Chief of Police Anthony 
Ribera will have no comment on statements 
about gay San Francisco police officers that 
were allegedly made by O.J.. Simpson trial 
figure Mark Fuhrman. 

Fuhrman, a former LAPD homicide 
detective, reportedly made the taped state¬ 
ments during a ten-year series of interviews 


that ended in 1994 with screenwriter Laura 
Hart McKinney and her friend Martha Diaz, 
as part of their research for a film about 
woman police officers. 

Judge Lance Ito has initially denied a 
Simpson defense request to admit the tapes 
- in which Fuhrman reportedly uses the 
word “nigger” more than a dozen times - to 
impeach the detective, who testified under

On Thursday, August 17 the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association convened its 13th 
annual Symposium in Los 
Angeles, three days of cutting- 
edge discussions on medical and 
social issues, Achievement 
Awards, medical updates on 
AIDS and breast cancer, and such 
speakers as National “AIDS 
czar” Patsy Fleming. 

The GLMA Achievement 
Awards this year were awarded to 
Dr. Evelyn Hooker for her 
groundbreaking research leading 
to the rejection of homosexuality 
as a mental illness; attorney 
Richard Jennings for his work as 
head of Hollywood Supports, 
which has transformed attitudes 
about homophobia and AIDS in 
the workplace; California 
Assemblymember Sheila James 
Kuehl for being who she is and 
doing what she’s done for so 
long; Vickie Mays, Ph.D. for her 
groundbreaking efforts on behalf 
of lesbian and gay African- 
Americans, especially those HIV- 
infected; and Dr. Dee Mosbacher. 
whose video Straight from the 
Heat was nominated for an 
Academy Award. 

The medical workshops and 
seminars this year focused on 
“Breaking Silence: What We 
Don’t Talk About Can Hurt Us.” 
Topics included the latest in les¬ 
bian health research; whether 
research into sexual orientation

SF AIDS Foundation To Squeeze into One Location

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation will 
soon consolidate all of its offices in a single 
location, at 10 United Nations Plaza, causing 
some temporary confusion. 

Lance Henderson, director of finance and 
administration for SFAF, told the B.A.R. that 
the total rent for foundation offices serving 
clients and volunteers will now go down, and 
the square footage will go up, after December 
3. 

SFAF currently has about 26,000 square 
feet; after the move and a 90-day wait, the 
square footage will go up to approximately 
33,000 square feet on three and a half floors. 
The rent will be roughly $340,000 per year at 
the new location, Henderson said; this repre¬ 
sents a considerable savings because the $11 


per square foot cost at 10 UN Plaza is far less 
than the $16.80 per square foot the Foundation 
now pays at 25 Van Ness. Hendersorr said he 
considers the rent “very economical.” 

The big move out of 25 Van Ness Avenue 
starts over the Labor Day Weekend - in an 
effort to minimize disruption - with the foun¬ 
dation closing Friday, September 1 and reopen¬ 
ing in its new digs Wednesday, September 6. 

The temporary closure will affect all ser¬ 
vices and telephone lines including the 
Northern California Trilingual HIV/AIDS 
Hotline, said Derek Gordon, who handles the 
communications department for SFAF. 

The foundation has had two homes for over 
three years, Gordon said: when it outgrew its 
original location at 333 Valencia, client and 
volunteer services were housed at 25 Van Ness 
- where the lease expires at the end of August - 


and administrative functions went to 10 UN 
Plaza. 

“Working in two locations has been very 
difficult for a number of reasons over the years, 
and we’re looking forward to being housed in a 
single site just like in the old days,” Henderson 
said. 

Share, pro-bono 

Foundation officials credited three major 
corporations with volunteering the time of their 
staffs through pro-bono services: Robinson 
Mills and Williams, architects for the project; 
CIC Associates, the contractor coordinating 
office renovations; and Morrison & Foerster, 
the law firm that negotiated the building leases 
for the foundation. The value of these con¬ 
tributed services is hundreds of thousands of

Episcopal Bishop Faces Heresy Trial 
for Being Pro-Gay

The presiding bishop of the Episcopal church 
announced Friday, August 18 it has received enough 
votes from church bishops to send to trial the retired 
bishop of Iowa, Walter Righter, 71, for supporting 
gays in the church. 

Bishop Edmond Browning said notification would 
be given to the Court of Trial, a canonical court, next 


week to begin making preparations for trial. 

More than 25 percent of the 297 bishops agreed to 
the trial, the first since 1924 when the bishop of Arkansas 
was tried for a book he wrote calling Jesus Christ the first 
communist, said Michael Rehill, chancellor of the 
Diocese of Newark, who is representing Righter. 

Righter is specifically cited for ordaining an open¬ 
ly gay man to the priesthood, while he was assistant

Seattle Mike Trial Ends in Hung Jury

The court declared a mistrial 
Tuesday morning (August 23) in 
the trial of Michael Rabb, after 
the jury remained deadlocked and 
unable to reach a verdict on five 
counts, San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge Lee D. Baxter’s 
court clerk told the B.A.R. at 
presstime. 

Nine jurors believed Rabb was 


guilty on five felony counts, but 
three others did not. 

A spokesman in the district 
attorney’s office said Rabb, some¬ 
times called “Seattle Mike,” 
would be arraigned again on 
Thursday, August 24 for another 
trial. 

The case opened Tuesday, 
August 8 with selection of a jury 
representing a cross-section of 
San Francisco’s diverse popula¬ 


tion, including men and women of 
various ages, races, and sexual 
orientations. At least three poten¬ 
tial jurors were bounced for cause 
after indicating they had read pre¬ 
trial stories about Rabb in the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Rabb was defended by court 
appointed attorney Brendon 
Conroy. Assistant District 
Attorney George Beckwith han¬ 
dled the prosecution. T

Light, air, space ... and blue 
rugs. The stairs go up to the fourth 
floor, instead of down into the 
moldy basement of the Mission 
District’s Redstone Building, and 
tasteful brick walls line the walls. 

All that and 1,500 additional 
square feet are just a few of the 
changes in store for researchers 
visiting the Gay and Lesbian 
Historical Society of Northern 
California, which moved into the 
mid-Market Street area last week¬ 
end. Since 1985, the archives had 
been located at 2940 16th Street. 

The transformation began mid- 
aftemoon August 19, when after 
considerable speculation by vol¬ 
unteers hovering in the lobby - 
wondering if movers had instead 
decided to sell off the goods - 
three trucks pulled up into the 
alley and got to work. 

Many of the archives’ diligent 
volunteer board members were on 
hand to start the rebuilding 
process. How queer are they? This 
reporter couldn’t even get a 
straight answer out of them. 

The B.A.R. did manage to 
squeeze some information from 
them, however. “It’s matter of 
preservation,” said always affable 
Bill Walker, who will be toppled 
off his archival throne by newly 
hired archivist Paula Jabloner. 
Walker explained that the space 
offers better temperature control 
and enough shelving space to pro¬ 
tect materials. 

Volunteer photo archivist 
Alison Belcher seconded these 
sentiments. “It’s not as fucking 


moldy. And there’s more space. 

“It’s going to make it a lot eas¬ 
ier for us to have researchers come 
in here and do their work,” said 
Belcher, the photo archivist in the 
UC Berkeley Bancroft Library. 

Author Daniel Harris suggest¬ 
ed he was working off the karmic 
debt he’d run up by accepting a 
shamefully large advance from the 
Disney Company for an upcoming 
gay history book, by dusting each 


of the hundreds of new metal 
shelves. Harris said he was also 
working off a more personal debt 
to the archives, as one of many 
Bay Area researchers who regu¬ 
larly rely on its excellent materials 
and friendly, helpful staff. ▼

Tim Hanlon Joins City’s 
Human Rights Commission

Wells Fargo Foundation president and longtime 
gay community activist and leader Tim Hanlon was 
appointed by Mayor Frank Jordan to the San 
Francisco Human Rights Commission on Tuesday, 
August 22. 

Hanlon, a onetime student for the priesthood, is 
well known in lesbian and gay AIDS non-profit cir¬ 
cles, and serves on the boards of directors of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, the Life Center, and the 
Central YMCA. 

He is a member of the Horizon’s Foundation board 
of directors and has been an advisory board member of 
Frameline’s Lesbian and Gay Film Festival since 1989. 

“Tim Hanlon brings a sensitivity and balance to 
the Human Rights Commission. He is committed to 
seeing that it fulfill its role in making San Francisco a 
just and welcome place for all people,” Jordan said in 
his remarks during investiture. 

Hanlon told the Bay Area Reporter that he decided 
to seek the position after reading a B.A.R. article solic¬ 
iting applications and input about the commission ear¬ 
lier this year. 

“I’ve lived in San Francisco for 15 years and 
never found a way to say thank you. San Francisco 
has been a wonderful place to live and the last fifteen 
years have been a time of great growth and support 
for me as a gay man,” Hanlon said. “I don’t think I 
would have had the same options had I stayed in 
Detroit after college or returned to Cleveland where I 
was raised.” 

Jordan’s last gay HRC appointment, Earl 
Rynerson, was transferred last year to the Social 
Services Commission that oversees the city’s massive 
welfare and human services bureaucracy. Bisexual 
activist Jeanette Lazam was the only sexual minority 
representative on the commission after Rynerson’s 
departure, until her resignation this month. She will be 
replaced shortly by another lesbian representative. 

Proof is in the husband 

Hanlon said that the fact that some audience mem¬ 
bers of the crowd in Board of Supervisors chambers 
“squirmed uncomfortably” during the swearing-in 


when he identified and thanked his husband Jim 
Hollenbeck for his love and support, is proof of the 
need for lesbian and gay representation on the HRC. 

“It has to be okay for all of us to talk about our 
lives and families and our diversity and differences,” 
Hanlon said. ‘That’s what being lesbian or gay is 
about.” 

Hanlon was a member of the Human Rights 
Commission’s 24-member employment subcommit¬ 
tee from 1984-1985 during the Feinstein administra¬ 
tion. 

His appointment as commissioner follows a rela¬ 
tive lull in the commission’s 
turbulent recent history. In 
1993, right wing religious 
homophobe Reverend 
Eugene Lumpkin of 
Ebenezer Baptist Church 
was removed by Jordan from 
the HRC after his controver¬ 
sial comments supporting 
Biblical passages calling for 
the stoning deaths of lesbians 
and gays. 

When Lumpkin first said he 
held the religious belief that 
AIDS was God’s judgment on 
Tim Hanlon homosexuals, Jordan cited 

freedom of speech issues and 
refused to dismiss the pastor. 
The mayor justified Lumpkin’s dismissal following his 
later comments, saying that they advocated violence and 
were antithetical to the human rights efforts of the 
Jordan administration. 

Commission staffers say that they are eager to 
work with Hanlon. 

“We’re looking forward to working with him,” 
said Human Rights Commissioner staffer and attorney 
Cynthia Goldstein, a discrimination representative. 
“I’m sure he will be a valuable asset to the commis¬ 
sion.” 

Goldstein is the only open lesbian on the commis¬ 
sion staff, and serves as part of the lesbian and gay 
and AIDS discrimination unit staffed by openly gay 
representatives Brian Cheu and Larry Brinkin. T

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SF’s Next Archbishop: 

No Friend to Gays So Far

The leadership of San Francisco Dignity has react¬ 
ed with caution to last week’s announcement that San 
Francisco Roman Catholic Archbishop John R. Quinn 
will be replaced early next year by William Lavada, 
the right-wing archbishop of Portland, Oregon. 

“We’re looking forward to having a dialogue with 
the new Archbishop,” SF/Dignity co-chair Mario 
Torrigino told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Lavada is a former close personal disciple of 
Roman Catholic Cardinal Josef Ratziger of the 
Congregation of The Doctrine of Faith - the chief 
architect of the church’s theological position that 
homosexuality is “intrinsically disordered,” that gay 
sexual acts are “inherently evil,” and that gays and 
lesbians have “no conceivable claim to civil rights 
protections.” 

Lavada, 58, is also the editor of the recently pub¬ 
lished Catechism of the Catholic Church , the best¬ 
selling exposition of orthodox Roman Catholic doc¬ 
trine. Portland-area gays have nicknamed him “Darth 
Vader.” 

Quinn, 68, has been archbishop of San Francisco 
since 1977. He is well known for his liberal positions 
on nuclear weapons development and disarmament, 
and peace and justice issues regarding Central 
American refugees, but has been under fire in recent 
months for closing several popular and historic 
Roman Catholic churches in San Francisco because 
church membership has dropped by almost two- 
thirds, from 121,000 to less than 50,000 members. 

Quinn will leave next year for a fellowship at 
Oxford University, and will retire on his return to St. 
Patrick’s Seminary in Menlo Park. He leaves the post 
in the midst of a series of crises including the church 
closures; a pedophile priest sex scandal involving one 
of his closest aides, Monsignor Patrick O’Shea and 
two other priests; and, on Friday, August 18, the arrest 
of the recently retired Father Joseph Greenlaw, one¬ 
time head of the Society for the Propagation of Faith. 

The archdiocese and O’Shea settled out of court 
with two of more than nine men alleging child sexual 
abuse, but only after O’Shea avoided felony prosecu¬ 
tion because of a six-year statute of limitations in the 


cases, and only after he had been banned from pub¬ 
licly functioning as a priest. 

Greenlaw, who is close to O’Shea, was arrested by 
police after investigators for the San Francisco 
District Attorney discovered an embezzlement 
scheme that allegedly netted the pastor several hun¬ 
dred thousand dollars in funds donated to the church’s 
SPF mission. 

Hie new archie 

Lavada is considered by observers to be on the rise 
to the top levels of the Roman Catholic religious hier¬ 
archy, and is better known as 
an astute politician and 
administrator than as a pas¬ 
toral leader. Like all Roman 
Catholic officials, he is 
strongly anti-abortion and 
opposes physician-assisted 
suicide. He issued a state¬ 
ment as Archbishop of 
Portland saying he did “not 
support” Oregon’s anti-gay 
Measure 13, but critics 
charge that he also intention¬ 
ally failed to say whether he 
opposed the measure. 

A Dignity/Portland repre¬ 
sentative told the Portland 
Oregonian that Lavada did 
not speak with leaders of that group - in contrast with 
Quinn, who banned Dignity from holding its religious 
services at local Catholic churches, because the group 
refused to retract its theological position in support of 
gay sex, but carried on a dialogue with the late San 
Francisco Dignity leader Kevin Calegari until 
Calegari’s death from AIDS this February. 

“We’re available to be a resource to the 
Archbishop,” Torrigino told the B.A.R. “Understand, 
though, that the Bay Area is not Portland. People here 
are better educated and less likely to be cowed by 
demands from the hierarchy. If the Archbishop is sen¬ 
sitive to people’s needs, we’ll support him. 

“To the extent that he is punitive in nature we’ll 
oppose him.” ▼

Volberding Questions AZT Use

Researchers led by Dr. Paul 
Volberding of the University of 
California at San Francisco have 
announced mixed results in two 
studies of the drug AZT and its 
effects on people in the early 
stages of infection with HIV. 

The most recent findings of 
long-term research conducted by 
the government-sponsored AIDS 
Clinical Trials Group showed that 
among 1,637 patients with rela¬ 
tively intact immune systems and 
no symptoms, treatment with 
AZT did not prolong either AIDS- 
free survival or overall survival. 

The findings “do not encourage 
the routine use” of AZT, also called 
zidovudine, in recently infected 
people, Volberding’s team said in 
The New England Journal of 
Medicine Wednesday, August 16. 

Volberding said that while the 
“rates of progression to AIDS or 
death observed in the groups 
receiving early zidovudine thera¬ 


py were slightly lower” than those 
in the other group, the differences 
were not large. 

But European researchers wrote 
in a second report that if people are 
given daily doses of AZT shortly 
after they become infected, the 
therapy could alter the subsequent 
course of the disease. 

Because the virus appears to 
reproduce in a “burst” as it travels 
through lymph tissue in the 
months immediately following 
infection, investigators led by Dr. 
Luc Perrin of Geneva University 
Hospital in Switzerland said this 
might be the best time to mount an 
all-out attack with AZT. 

In a study involving 77 people 
newly infected with the human 
immunodeficiency virus, the 
investigators gave half of them 
500 milligrams of AZT for six 
months and the other half an inac¬ 
tive dummy drug. 

They said those given AZT 
developed fewer opportunistic 
infections than those in the com¬ 
parison group and their immune 


systems maintained a higher level 
of key disease-fighting cells. 

AZT was the first government- 
approved anti-AIDS drug and still 
the most widely used. It works by 
interfering with an enzyme the 
virus needs to reproduce, but it is 
not a cure and it can cause adverse 
side effects. 

In an accompanying commen¬ 
tary, Dr. David Ho of New York 
University said he thinks enough 
is known about the way HIV 
behaves in a recently infected per¬ 
son to support the concept of early 
drug treatment. 

But he acknowledged that 
because of the virus’s remarkable 
ability to mutate, treatment with a 
single drug is ultimately “doomed 
to fail,” as the virus becomes 
resistant to the drug’s effects. 

As a result, Ho said it appears 
the best approach may be to hit the 
virus hard and often at an early 
stage with a combination of potent 
second-generation drugs now in 
various stages of development and 
testing. T

Coming 
and Goings 


ee, Toto, people come 
and go so quickly 
around here! 

Last week we heard 
that both San 
Francisco Archbishop John 
Quinn and New Jersey Senator 
Bill Bradley are leaving their 
respective posts. It has been 
reported that Quinn “will be 
replaced by a conservative.” 
The same, unfortunately, 
seems likely in Bradley’s case. 

We will miss Bradley - 
unlike the rest of the 
Democrats who have deserted 
their party in recent months. 
One activist who is well 
known for his antipathy toward 
most politicians put it best 
when he said, “I didn’t always 
agree with Bradley, but I 
always knew he believed what 
he said, and he had some prin¬ 
ciples.” Those are rarer than 
spotted owls these days, and 
Washington will be a poorer 
place without Bill Bradley. 

We suppose San Francisco 
will also be poorer when 
Quinn goes - but less for his 
absence than for the presence 
of his replacement, we fear. 
Quinn was never a great pal, 
but he tended to avoid direct 
confrontations with the gay 
and lesbian community; 
William Lavada of Portland is 
less likely to do so. As an out¬ 
spoken member of the Society 
for the Propagation of the 
Faith, better known as the 
Inquisition office, he’s almost 
certainly in the camp that 
thinks something ought to be 
“done” about us. 

He is, as they say, someone 
to watch out for. 

There are comings, goings, 
and stayings here at the B.A.R., 
too: assistant editor Kent 
Brandley will be leaving soon 
for a job with a daily “main¬ 
stream” paper: he will not be 
replaced by a conservative. 
Meanwhile, editor Mike 
Salinas is celebrating his third 
anniversary with the B.A.R. 
this week. A lot has happened 
to the world since his first 
issue - “ACT UP Burns Flag 
Outside GOP Convention” was 
that week’s banner headline - 


but then, a lot has stayed the 
same. ACT UP and the GOP 
are still fighting; see the guest 
opinion to the right. 

What has certainly hap¬ 
pened over the last three years 
is the breakdown in respect 
between Clinton and the gay 
and lesbian community. Once 
perceived as the man from 
Hope, our president is now 
considered all but hopeless - 
replaced by a conservative: 
himself. The spontaneous 
dancing that broke out in the 
middle of Castro Street the 
night of his election looks 
embarrassingly immature in 
retrospect, a crazy bit of mass 
hysteria like Cabbage Patch 
Doll collecting or speaking in 
tongues. 

Speaking of which, those 
three years have not made the 
so-called religious right more 
religious or more right in 
assessing America’s problems. 
Quite the contrary: more vio¬ 
lence is being perpetrated on 
these shores in the name of 
God than we can remember in 
our lifetime. 

(And it gets weirder every 
day. The word “witchhunt” has 
long been used to describe 
intolerant acts against us, but 
now the Episcopal Church is 
prepared to try someone for the 
crime of heresy, and a member 
of the Inquisition office of the 
Catholic Church is coming to 
San Francisco, so the word 
might take on the resonance of 
its literal meaning again. Can 
anyone look back at history 
and dismiss the power of reli¬ 
gious intolerance? Who, even 
among Christian Coalition 
members, thinks the Spanish 
Inquisition was a good thing or 
that the witches in Salem got 
what they deserved?) 

It is a testament to the 
tenacity of the gay community 
that it hasn’t given up fighting 
for progress throughout the 
onslaught, and even though it’s 
hard and often thankless work, 
it’s worth it. With all this com¬ 
ing and going, something real 
and important is being built for 
the generations of lesbians and 
gays to come.

The Good Gay 
Republicans Do

V n response to Mike Salinas’s editorial, “Working Within 
Whose System?” in last week’s Bay Area Reporter. 
many years ago, when the B.A.R. was housed on 15th 
Street in the Mission, the newspaper’s offices were van¬ 
dalized, allegedly by a group of Irish separatists. Were that to 
happen again, the San Francisco Republican Party, Log 
Cabin, and hopefully everyone else would decry the lawless 
behavior of the vandals, regardless of the vandals’ motives. 
Bob Ross is a respected businessman, community fundrais¬ 
er, and public servant. Surely his newspaper would never 
condone lawlessness of any kind! 

The ACT UP/San Francisco attack on the Republican 
Headquarters was “felonious” because it involved over 
$5,000 in damages caused by their willful “malicious mis¬ 
chief.” That’s how the statute reads in the penal code. Since 
when is a demand for full restitution for damages a call for 
“vengeance?” 

I have been a life-long Republican (and my family has 
been Republican since the party was founded in Iowa in 
1856.) I did not come out to myself and my friends and fam¬ 
ily as a gay man until I was 30. 

I have always been a member of the progressive wing of 
the party. My core issues have always been to fight the 
extremism of the Far Right, and to support, as did most 
Republicans in the Senate, passage of landmark Civil Rights 
legislation of the 1960s, concern for the environment and 
conservation, and support of women’s issues and the right to 
reproductive choice in the 1970s and beyond. 

When I came out, I incorporated mainstream gay con¬ 
cerns into that agenda. 

As to the issue of “obvious monetary security ... seduc¬ 
ing” me and others, as a Republican in San Francisco, I can 
tell you, there is no monetary security for any Republican 
here. Furthermore, I have never requested nor have I been 
offered monetary compensation for serving on the local 
Republican Committee. My involvement is strictly one of 
conscience. 

Salinas determined “... the changes he [Bowman] brings 
aren’t doing us much good.” I would like to relate one story 
of the good gay Republicans are doing. 

The key issue locally for our community in the past 
decade-and-a-half was passage of Domestic Partners legisla¬ 
tion. Mayor Feinstein vetoed Supervisor Britt’s first version 
of the bill in 1982, arguing that she didn’t want to give an 
incentive for her daughter, Kathleen, to “live in sin.” When 
Feinstein’s closest lesbian and gay advisors proposed limit¬ 
ing its scope to only lesbians and gay couples, Feinstein 
objected that that was discriminatory. Britt put the matter on 
hold until Art Agnos became mayor five years later. 

In 1989, Harry put together an overly broad version of his 
original bill, and the fundamentalists, in reaction, gathered 
enough signatures to put the matter on the ballot. The local 
GOP was neutral that year because of the measure’s poten¬ 
tial adverse fiscal impact on the city’s budget. The Black 
Leadership Forum opposed it, as did a number of other 
minority organizations. As a result, it failed in November by 
one percent at the polls. 

Gay Republicans came to the rescue. Our four members 
on the Central Committee at the time - Bob Bacci, Marty 
Keller, Brian Mavrogeorge, and myself - met with Harry at 
Ron Kershaw’s home a few months after the debacle and 
proposed three changes in the bill’s language. Britt incorpo¬ 
rated two of the three proposed changes. 

We then went to work to educate our colleagues on the 
Central Committee, and I organized a meeting between 
Harry and our minority members - three of whom ultimate¬ 
ly supported Domestic Partners. 

We kept a close count of which members were support¬ 
ing the measure, and made sure that they voted. 

When the votes for endorsement were tallied. Domestic 
Partners was endorsed by the Local Committee by a vote of 
14 to 4, with four abstentions - just the 60% we needed for 
passage. That November, the measure passed by eight points, 
largely due to shifts among Republican voters, African- 
Americans, and Asian-Americans in the Richmond District. 

Perhaps Salinas feels that Domestic Partners is merely 
symbolic and that Gay Republicans efforts to gain its pas¬ 
sage didn’t do “us much good.” We beg to differ. 

In closing, all of us locally in the San Francisco 
Republican Party share the community’s frustrations on 
AIDS. Of Log Cabin San Francisco’s twelve presidents since 
its founding in 1977, three - Duke Armstrong, Bob Bacci, 
and Ron Kershaw - have died of AIDS, and at least two oth¬ 
ers are HIV positive. 

Our local party shares many of your goals and is working 
within the system to achieve those goals. Log Cabin 
Republicans are working at the national level, and its lobby¬ 
ist Rich Tafel and his able staff worked closely with Senator 
Nancy Kassebaum and many of her Republican colleagues in 
the Senate to ensure passage of the Ryan White Re- 
Authorization Bill. The fact that all of Mr. Helms’s amend¬ 
ments were watered down or defeated by large bi-partisan 
margins and that the final bill passed the Senate 97 to 3 is a 
testament to those substantive bi-partisan efforts at change.▼

ACT UP’s excellent 
ad venture 

The B.A.R. regularly runs a column written by var¬ 
ious members of ACT UP/Golden Gate on different 
treatment options for AIDS. These essays invariably 
recommend different products that are available at 
“Healing Alternative Foundation.” Interestingly 
enough, seldom, if ever, are any about a truly alterna¬ 
tive treatment. They are usually about some pharma¬ 
ceutical product, foreign or domestic. 

In ACT UP/Golden Gate’s love-hate relationship 
with the drug industry, those of us with AIDS are treat¬ 
ed to the dubious coming together of Project Inform, 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation and ACT UP/Golden 
Gate’s mini-mall called “Healing Alternative 
Foundation.” The recent banquet honoring Delaney, 
Kramer and Fauci was no accident. The demand of 
these truly “scared silly” white boys is “give us every¬ 
thing you’ve got,” and forget about safety and benefit. 
Access and availability is their mantra. 

Now with Serrono’s dubious growth hormone 
being paid for by MediCal, I’m sure these desperate 
queens feel they have triumphed over the institutions 
whom they claim are foot-dragging over potential 
AIDS treatments. 

The drug industry must be licking their chops. 
These queens are doing their work for them. 

Never is there any discussion of any real benefit or 
very real harm. They just want to have a shopping 
spree in the drug industry’s warehouses of failed treat¬ 
ments. Child psychology at its best: just say “No, you 
can’t have it,” and watch them beat down the paper 
obstacles put in their path. Serrono jacks up the price 
and then agrees to lower it if MediCal gives them mil¬ 
lions in profits. Serrono’s growth hormone was a fail¬ 
ure for dwarfism, for which it was developed, and will 
most likely be a failure for AIDS wasting. Gain a few 
pounds of weight and watch one’s viral load skyrock¬ 
et. Why do you think Serrono insists one take an anti¬ 
viral with their growth hormone? 

My particular anger with ACT UP/Golden Gate’s 
treatment column is with those written by Matthew 
Sharp. He is an ACT UP Golden Gate honcho and the 
highest paid employee of Healing Alternatives. The 
products advocated by ACT UP Golden Gate in their 
column are conveniently for sale at Healing 
Alternatives. So in the interest of truth and accuracy I 
suggest the editors of the B.A.R. put the label 
ADVERTISEMENT at the top of their column - a 
free advertisement at that.

In the meantime, the scientist, the government, 
doctors, researchers, etc., plus all who work in the 
field of AIDS and the HIV virus will be guaranteed a 
lifetime of work with all the benefits since here are so 
many who would not listen and died way before their 
time. 

If my letter can reach just a few, then it is all worth 
it. Take it from someone who knows, as I now have 
full-blown AIDS, and today I am one of the lucky 
ones who got help in the beginning and am living a 
good life. So many do not, and the newspapers are full 
of young people who died. No wonder we are now 
standing still in our initial fight for gay rights. Thank 
God. there are still a few men and women who are still 
in the fight for us all. But like so many of us, they are 
getting tired, and soon there may be no one to stand 
up for us. It is such a shame that we still have this type 
of behavior and thinking today. Life is so precious and 
yet so many give up. 

Thank you for letting me get this off my mind.

A specific list would be too 
cumbersome, but let’s say that sometimes it looks like 
P.O.H. has done nothing more than save these foods 
from the trash bins behind the nearby Safeway. 

It puzzles me that this is going on by a respected 
organization that even has registered dietitians on 
property. My challenge to those behind the desks: 
Commit to using the Food Bank for a month and see 
for how long you can last before getting grossed out. 

I must tell you with reserved pride that I do know 
about fitness and nutrition, food combinations and 
herbs, vitamins and minerals. I have studied personal¬ 
ized therapies and diets for almost 20 years now. Yet 
it takes nothing more than a quick peek into these gro¬ 
cery bags to realize that this service can be below 
standard and less than mediocre. 

So someone please, please do something about this 
situation. These clients deserve the respect and caring 
they search for.

Piercing questions 

I am a lesbian psychiatrist and sex researcher; my 
partner, Judith Avery, is a psychiatric nurse and sex 
researcher. Together, we have been conducting an 
anonymous survey of piercing habits. 

In May, 1995, Judith and I went to the Gauntlet, a 
piercing emporium on Market Street, and asked 
whether we might leave our questionnaires there, in 
order to sample Gauntlet customers for our survey. 

A man, who identified himself as in charge (the 
other store employees supported this claim), told us 
that we could leave questionnaires at Gauntlet, as long 
as we also left a box for the completed questionnaires. 
We agreed to empty the box frequently so that ques¬ 
tionnaires did not spill out; we were promised that this 
arrangement would last through the summer, when we 
planned to end our data-gathering and tabulate our 
results. 

We know that many of you reading this have seen 
and filled out our survey because we have already 
received hundreds back through the Gauntlet box 
(which we did empty faithfully, every week or so). 

However, this Letter to the Editor is an apology to 
those of you who filled out the survey, but who will, 
unfortunately, not be included in the final published 
article/book. 

You see, sometime in early July, I went to Gauntlet 
to collect the completed surveys from the box, and the 
box was not in its usual place. When I inquired about 
this change, I was told to speak with the manager, 
Debra Miller, who was on vacation and would return 
in several days. 

When I spoke with her, she informed me that 
Gauntlet was a place of business and not an academic 
center, and that our box, with whatever surveys in it, 
had probably been discarded. She acknowledged that 
neither Judith nor I had been warned about this devel¬ 
opment so that we could have at least salvaged the 
completed surveys in the box. She assured me that she 
would make every effort to look for the box and miss¬ 
ing surveys (an average of 10-25 had appeared in it, 
per week); when I have subsequently telephoned 
Gauntlet to ascertain the current status of her search 
and our box/surveys, I have been told that Debra was 
busy. I have not received any follow-up from Debra or 
from any other Gauntlet representative. 

Judith and I want to thank every one of you who 
participated in our survey about piercing and who will 
be counted; our deepest apologies to those of you who 
participated in our piercing survey but won’t be 
counted (since the survey is anonymous, we don’t 
know who you are!).

We depend more and more upon community sup¬ 
port to continue providing quality care to the growing 
number of men, women, teens, and children who seek 
the specialized HIV services we offer to a seven coun¬ 
ty area. Stopping the spread of infection, however, is 
where our hope must reside ... and this demands a 
look to our future. 

Responsible choices based on education, interven¬ 
tion, and advocacy are imperative. Unless we take an 
active stance now, our children and their families will 
bear the burden of our failure to educate the commu¬ 
nity. 

The Capital AIDS Walk is one of the region’s most 
popular and successful fund and education cam¬ 
paigns. This success is due, in large part, to the gener¬ 
ous involvement of businesses and organizations. Our 
walkers will walk 10 km on October 8, 1995 to show 
their support of our community’s fight against this ter¬ 
rible disease. 

Registration for the Capital AIDS Walk begins at 8 
a.m., followed by the opening ceremony at 9 a.m., and the 
walk commences at 10 a.m.

ust when Governor 
Pete Wilson got his 

voice back and was 
ready to hit the cam¬ 
paign trail after the state 
Legislature finally passed an over¬ 
due budget, things quickly took a 
downward turn in his run for the 
White House. Wilson made a solo 
appearance and laid an egg on 
NBC-TV’s Meet the Press this 
past Sunday. It might have been 
one of the long-running program’s 
worst shows; certainly, it was one 
of Wilson’s worst performances.

Clearly out of his league facing 
hardened Washington reporters, 
the governor was plagued by a lin¬ 
gering throat problem that caused 
his voice to crackle annoyingly. 
He flashed repeated nervous 
smiles at the camera that made 
him look like a political amateur. 
Worst of all, Wilson sometimes 
sneered into the camera, a tactic 
that noticeably revealed his own 
discomfort to anyone watching. 

California’s chief executive 
often seemed confused and was, in 
turn, confusing. One Washington 
Post columnist called Wilson’s 
answers to questions posed on the 
show “a fog of fibs.” 

The week prior to his NBC 
grilling, Wilson appeared on 
David Brinkley's ABC-TV 
show, where he was paired 
with the Reverend Jesse 
Jackson and handled himself 
adequately. The governor seems 
much more at ease when opposite 
a foil such as Jackson than when 
flying alone. 

The three veteran reporters on 
Meet the Press asked the former 
U.S. senator embarrassing ques¬ 
tions about the promise he made to 
California voters last year when he 
ran for governor that he would 
definitely not seek the presidency. 
They also inquired about his (bro¬ 
ken) promise not to raise taxes and 
his numerous inconsistencies on 
affirmative action and abortion 
funding. 

Wilson’s explanation of why 
he broke his promise not to run for 
president was that his “boss,” pre¬ 
sumably California voters, told 
him something like “You know, I 
think maybe we should renegoti¬ 
ate your contract.” Meaning, I 
guess, that the California elec¬ 
torate had changed its mind and 
wanted him to run - a surprise to 
most of us who never heard that 
clamor. 

On affirmative action, Wilson 
simply said, “I have changed” 
positions over the years, probably 
the most sensible and direct 
answer of the entire show. When 
asked how his party would feel if 
he won and turned the state over to 
Democratic Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis, he replied, “We 
won’t,” and then went on to 
explain that he was propos¬ 
ing a ballot measure 
for California vot¬

event an incumbent leaves that 
office. The governor neglected to 
mention, of course, that voters 
would first have to approve such a 
move and there has been no effort 
even to qualify the measure for 
next year’s ballot. 

Things got worse for Wilson as 
the program wore on. His most 
comical moment came when the 
subject of abortion funding was 
raised. Although Wilson said he 
supports abortion rights, he stated 
that “I don’t think the taxpayers 
should be asked to pay for it,” 
adding that abortions for poor 
women should be funded “from 
private sources.” 

A reporter then asked, “So you 
oppose Medicaid funding of abor¬ 
tions?” “Yes,” replied the governor. 
The reporter then noted that, in 
California, Medicaid does indeed 
pay for abortions through MediCal. 
“Yes, because it is the state law,” 
the governor replied. Had he tried 
to change the law? “No, that would 
require a vote of the people. I am 
not a scofflaw. I don’t think that we 
should do it, but we’re doing it.” 
Say what, Pete? 

Wilson’s Meet the Press deba¬ 
cle meant that his chief campaign 
spokesperson, Dan ScliMIP, spent 
all the following day doing damage 
repair, trying to “clarify” nearly 
everything Wilson said on the 
show. Schnur and others had to be 
secretly hoping that the program’s 
estimated six million viewers slept 
in last Sunday and missed the show. 

Meanwhile, at home in 
California, Pete Wilson managed 
to help his campaign finance team 
out - but prefers not to talk about 
it. Seems that while Californians

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Friends and enmities

ost people who write 
on the theme of 
“know your enemy” 
do so to trash an erst¬ 
while friend or ally. I’m not most 
people, and this isn’t one of those 
essays. Given the popularity of top 
ten lists, I’ve been thinking of 
codifying the “rules for survival” 
that have saved my life and sanity 
more than once: “Even paranoids 
have real enemies,” “A moving 
target is harder to hit,” “Innocent 
is as casual does,” and the like. 

So far. I’ve been puzzled as to 
whether I should combine the 
seemingly contradictory “Don’t 
get upset, you know the average 
IQ is 100” with “Never underesti¬ 
mate your opponent’s intelli¬ 
gence.” But there’s another 
nuance I want to capture, one of 
giving an opponent credit where it 
is due - not so much for intelli¬ 
gence as for worthiness of motive, 
even if I consider their conclu¬ 
sions flawed. I want something 
that captures the flavor of “Better 
a worthy opponent than an unwor¬ 
thy friend,” because I can have 
more respect for an opponent who 
credits me for the thought that has 
gone into my position than some¬ 
one who shares my views but 
takes any disagreement as an indi¬ 
cation of moral depravity. 

I want to remember to know 
my adversaries well enough to 
appreciate the nuances of their 
reasoning as well as keep an eye 
on what they’re up to. For that rea¬ 
son, I read the conservative com¬ 
mentary I come across unless it’s 
so knee-jerk as to be beneath com¬ 
ment. (I avoid a fair amount of left 
PC commentary when ideology 
takes precedence over logic, too; 
I’m an equal opportunity cynic.) 

This has the very desirable side 
effect of keeping me from demo¬ 
nizing those with views other than 
mine - unless they truly are hate¬ 
ful beyond redemption (sarcasm’s 
OK, malice isn’t). After all, that 
kind of black-and-white, angel-or- 
devil dualistic thinking is the hall¬ 
mark of the patriarchy, not of the 
caring and progressive community 
coalesced under the rainbow flag. 


Cry like a baby 

Yeah, right. All about me I see 
LGBT political types groping 
frantically for figures of evil to 
bum in effigy, like crying babies 
who can’t 'find their pacifiers. 
Though we do have opponents I 
do consider evil (those lacking 
even a rudimentary live-and-let- 
live impulse), I am nearly as 
frightened by “progressives” who

consider their final positions arti¬ 
cles of faith for all queer people. 

They forget there are argu¬ 
ments for both sides of most issues 
- or don’t want to know their ene¬ 
mies well enough to have to 
acknowledge this. They don’t 
want to risk having to give an 
adversary the occasional smidgen 
of grudging respect - better to 
stereotype them and avoid the 
proximate danger of self-doubt. 

Commentary 

It’s Lesbian Nation all over again: 
no room for diversity of opinion; 
those without the correct line must 
be trashed for their own good until 
no moderates remain, so what if 
they constitute the critical mass 
necessary to sustain a community? 

For all the caricatures of Newt 
Gingrich, did anyone else note his 
opposition to Senator Exon’s bid 
to imprison purveyors of Internet 
“indecency” or his rebuffing Jesse 
Helms by saying scientific consid¬ 
erations should determine funding 
levels for AIDS research? I was 
glad to see there’s a libertarian 
bone in Newt’s body, even if his 
idealization of a 1950s Reader’s 
Digest America is frighteningly 
naive. 

And for a conservative who 
puts principle above ideology 
more often than many on the left, I 
give you the Chronicle’s Debra J. 
Saunders. My sister feisty redhead 
has taken Republicans to task, in 
print, for pandering to anti-choice 
activists, for sexist Hillary-bash- 
ing, and for sparing corporate wel¬ 
fare and pushing tax cuts in bal¬ 
anced-budget plans. (More con¬ 
servatives than you might think, 
and more corporate executives. 


say tax cuts before deficit reduc¬ 
tion is madness.) 

Would that one could try to put 
the left’s house in order, and call 
people on ideology-driven folly, 
without being labeled a neo-con 
(or assimilationist). I believe it 
possible to call people on pushing 
left/liberal views past the point of 
absurdity without pulling a Rush 
Limbaugh - but I despair of other 
queer writers even trying. 

Dangerous trend 

No, the trend is to all-or-noth¬ 
ing thinking. Witness the credibil¬ 
ity-damaging accusations of 
“genocide” leveled at anyone who 
flouts HIV PC. An example: 
Attorney General Lungren’s oppo¬ 
sition to needle exchange. Lousy 
public policy, yes; inhuman 
neglect, arguably; genocide, no. 
Don’t those who make poor deci¬ 
sions about their personal drug use 
have some amount of complicity 
in any destructive consequences? 

Then there’s writer Jennifer 
Levin, who says we’re “staggering 
towards the Millennium” and 
“some Big Apocalyptic Battle” 
between “wealthy, loud-mouthed 
advocates of ignorance and right- 
wing brutality” and “the poor, the 
queer, and a rag-tag bunch of 
artists. (Just about everyone else is 
observing from the sidelines, in a 
straight, media-blitzed stupor.)” 
Actually, a good portion of 
“everybody else” is casting a sus¬ 
picious gaze and watching their 
wallets, smelling a scam amidst 
the hyperbole, not keen on having 
either side’s dogma rule their 
lives. 

What gets me about this piece 
of Chicken Littleism is not its sub¬ 
text that one side is all pure and 
the other is all evil, not its reliance 
on Christian superstition (millen¬ 
nium, apocalyptic battle), not its 
assumption that the non-hysterical 
majority is past the point of sitting 
down together in good faith to find 
reasoned, equitable solutions. 
What really gets me is that this 
neo-Romantic (i.e., emotion is 
truth) claptrap wraps itself in the 
aura of the highest standards of 
academic discourse: it begins a 
cover story in the Harvard Gay & 
Lesbian Review. 

Some of us learned from the 
’70s that when you threaten to spit 
the lukewarm out of your mouth, 
you frighten the center into non- 
alignment. You instill in them a 
reasonable fear of tyranny at the 
hands of those who cry liberation 
the loudest. And you end up 
knowing your enemy the hard 
way: waking up after a debacle 
having to take that long, hard look 
in the mirror. ▼

hen the Walt Disney 
Company recently

More aptly dubbed “hate talk” 
radio, KSFO’s format panders to 
racism, sexism, and homophobia. 
For example, the station’s featured 
host - Michael Savage - recently 
ridiculed a prom held for lesbian 
and gay high-schoolers as an 
“abuse of the civil rights of all het¬ 
erosexual children.” The chaper¬ 
ones for this “gay and lezzo” event 
were, according to Savage, “older 
pedophiles and things of that 
nature.” 

“Older gay people who are act¬ 
ing as chaperones are out there 
cherry-picking,” Savage told his 
listeners savagely. “You know it, 
and I know it. ... They’re cherry- 
picking and they’re recruiting. It 
doesn’t belong in the schools. It’s 
disgusting.” He insisted that every 
student attending such a prom 
should be given a flier that said: 
“Warning: The homosexual 

lifestyle most likely leads to AIDS 
and an early death.” Moreover, 
“pictures of people dying of AIDS 
should be flashed on the auditori¬ 
um screen.” 

Savage - who claims to be 
KSFO’s “compassionate conserv¬ 
ative” - has argued that homosex¬ 
uality essentially causes AIDS. 
During one broadcast, he told his 
audience that our public schools 
ought “to tell a boy not to take it 
up the butt if he wants to avoid 
AIDS.” 

Regarding “gay activists,” 
Savage has screamed: “How much 
more can we take from these mon¬ 
sters who are promoting hetero¬ 
phobia and promoting violence 
against heterosexuals? How much 
longer are we going to take it? I 
don’t know what world they live

in, but they don’t live in my world 
and they don’t live in the Savage 
Nation!” 

Ironically, Disney has actually 
come under fire from homophobes 
like Michael Savage for being 
“anti-family.” Conservative orga¬ 
nizations have attacked the Disney 
company for advertising in the les- 
bian/gay press, adding sexual ori¬ 
entation to its employment poli¬ 
cies, hiring “avowed lesbians” and 
“practicing homosexuals,” pub¬ 
lishing the children’s book 
Growing Up Gay, releasing homo¬ 
sexual “propaganda” films like 
Priest, and for allowing an 
“Annual Gay and Lesbian Day” to 
be held at Disney World (which 
the American Family Association 
described as a “homosexual inva¬ 
sion”). Most recently, however, 
Disney announced plans to release 
the movie version of The Dreyfuss 
Affair, a comedy about a major 
league baseball team and the gay 
romance between two of its play¬ 
er's. . 

Ask Disney to continue 
rejecting homophobic criti¬ 
cism along with the homo¬ 
phobia being promoted by its 
newly-acquired radio station, 
KSFO.

Parent discretion 
is ill-advised 

When it comes to lesbian and 
gay programming, most public 
television stations have a far better 
record than their commercial 
counterparts. Perhaps that’s why it 
is especially frustrating that so 
many of these well-meaning 
broadcasters continue to treat just 
about anything queer as if it were 
toxic television. 

“Warning announcements” and 
“viewer advisories” are promi¬ 
nently displayed before, after, and 
even during programs that deal 
with lesbian, gay, bisexual, or 
transgender issues. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter whether the subject is civil 
rights or cunnilingus. The audi¬ 
ence is routinely reminded that all 
such broadcasts contain “contro¬ 
versial,” “mature,” or “adult” sub¬ 
ject matter that might not be “suit¬ 
able” for all viewers. “Parental 
discretion is advised.” 

A recent case in point involves 
the world premiere of a new docu¬ 
mentary program, The Question of 
Equality. This four-part series, 
which “explores the efforts of les¬ 
bians and gay men to secure equal 
rights protections and to live open¬ 
ly without fear of violence or dis¬ 
crimination,” debuted August 14th 
on San Francisco’s major PBS 
outlet, KQED-TV. 

Unfortunately, KQED inter¬ 
spersed the series with a standard 
litany of cautions. Once again, the 
disparaging mantra of “parental 
discretion” and “suitable subject 
matter” was gratuitously attached 
to lesbian and gay programming. 
Adding insult to injury, KQED 
used this particular broadcast as 
part of a “special pledge night” 
soliciting lesbian and gay dollars. 

Significantly, KQED does not 
plaster viewer warnings on every 
documentary it airs. Audiences 
aren’t “cautioned,” for example, 
each time the station broadcasts a 
series about the civil rights of 
women. Why, then, should view¬ 
ers be repeatedly “warned” about 
a broadcast examining the civil 


rights of lesbians ? 

When asked about the unequal 
treatment given to The Question of 
Equality, KQED staff could not 
explain the practice. Instead, they 
could only offer vague references 
to “sexual content” and “partial 
nudity” (hardly explicit themes in 
The Question of Equality at any 
rate) and a promise to “look into 
it.” 

Actually, there is a familiar 
“reason” lurking beneath the 
warning labels affixed by KQED 
and other PBS stations. The 
homophobic bias that motivates 
their use is quite clear. Programs 
that affirm lesbians and gays are 
treated as matters of legitimate 
controversy, while those that 
attack our lives are not. PBS has 
never advised “discretion” when¬ 
ever Bill Buckley bashes gays on 
Firing Line. 

The warning on The Question 
of Equality, in particularly, is 
unconscionable. It bolsters the 
widespread notion that homosexu¬ 
ality is strictly “adult subject mat¬ 
ter.” Queer youth are left to gag on 
the resulting censorship, which 
pervades nearly every aspect of 
their lives. 

Ultimately, broadcasters must 
recognize that lesbian, gay and 
bisexual youth are entitled to fair 
and accurate information about 
who they are, regardless of any 
parent’s desire for ignorance. 
“Parental discretion” warnings 
degrade this right and empower 
homophobic adults, giving them 
explicit permission to oppress 
their own lesbian or gay child 
(which they do with great success, 
if statistics on youth suicide and 
forced homelessness are any indi¬ 
cator).

Let's wrap: 

East Bay Firm To Get 
Into Plastic Condoms

When it comes to condoms, 
smart shoppers generally look for 
a product that is strong but sensi¬ 
tive, has great endurance and - 
admit it - won’t wilt on the shelf 
if some time elapses before it’s 
needed. With that in mind, the last 
word in rubbers might be plastic. 

Plastic (or, more specifically, 
polyurethane) condoms have the 
advantages named above, plus 
they don’t melt down when 
they’re doused with the oily lubri¬ 
cants that most people prefer. So 
far there is only one brand of plas¬ 
tic condom on the market, but 
Mayer Laboratories in Oakland is 
soon to enter the market, accord¬ 
ing to that company’s most recent 
publication. Condom Times. 

“While some public health 
groups have called for an increase 
in condom advertising to boost 
condom use,” a Condom Times 
article observed, “few have 


addressed the product itself. 

“According to some research, 
features of the condom itself cre¬ 
ate real and perceived dissatisfac¬ 
tion and inhibit utilization.” That 
may explain why, as the periodi¬ 
cal pointed out, “condoms are 
only used ten percent of the time 
by the population at risk of preg¬ 
nancy and STDs in the U.S.” 

Karen Hughes, coordinator for 
Mayer Labs’ Plastic Condom 
Project, is one of the people 
addressing the product itself. She 
says there are several important 
differences between plastic con¬ 
doms and latex condoms: 

“Up to seven percent of the 
population is allergic to latex,” 
according to Hughes, “especially 
healthcare workers and others 
who are exposed to latex on the 
job. Plastic condoms will fill a 
very real contraceptive and dis¬ 
ease prevention need for this 
group.” 

Moreover, she said, “Plastic 
condoms can tolerate oil-based 
lubricants, which cause a 90 per¬ 
cent decrease in the strength of 
latex in as little as 60 seconds; and 
plastic condoms have a longer 
shelf-life in environmentally diffi¬ 
cult storage conditions like those 
found in many tropical climates.” 

Melissa J. Gac, contributing 
editor of Condom Times, told the 
B.A.R. Mayer does not yet have a 
plastic condom on the market, but 
it soon hopes to provide a “premi¬ 
um quality” plastic condom at an 
affordable price. 

Unfortunately, the product was 
not ready for distribution at the 
25th Annual San Francisco 
Freedom Day Parade in June, 
where Mayer Labs employees 
dressed as dancing condoms 
handed out $4,500 worth of 
Kimono and MAXX brand con¬ 
doms and Aqua Lube personal 
lubricant. Mayer Labs regularly 
participates in the parade “to sup¬ 
port and celebrate freedom from 
sexual oppression.” 

The only plastic condom now 
on the market, Avanti, is manufac¬ 
tured by the Durex Corporation of 
the United Kingdom. Avanti has 
lately suffered bad word of mouth 
from users complaining about its 
rate of breakage, and the Food and 
Drug Administration recently rec¬ 
ommended that until further con¬ 
clusive studies have been con¬ 
ducted to confirm its effective¬ 
ness, only people with latex aller¬ 
gies should use Avanti. 

Despite the bad publicity about 
a competitor’s product, Mayer 
remains optimistic about the 
future of plastic rubbers. “The 
1990s may one day be referred to 
as ‘the second condom revolution 
of the 20th century,”’ Condom 
Times predicted. T

Seven Junipers Hurt at Fundraiser 

So Cal 'Y-Dive' raises big bucks, dashes big fears

Skydiving instructor Joy 
Sangouard was careful to avoid 
the needle stick taped to the inside 
of Nelson Madrigal’s arm as she 
helped him on with a chute during 
the August 18 four-hour training 
session for Y-Dive, a fundraiser 
for the Youth Department of the 
Los Angeles Gay & Lesbian 
Community Services Center. 
Madrigal, a 28-year-old man with 
AIDS, was going to parachute 
from an airplane in memory of 
other friends lost to AIDS. 

As they practiced, Madrigal 
and Sangouard also kept another 
lost friend in mind: both had been 
friends with an experienced diver 
at the California City Skydiving 
Club, a health nut who loved life 
and was about to get married, who 
fell to his death three weeks earli¬ 
er without pulling his reserve 
chute. 

That story sparked a discus¬ 
sion about the reason for a 
fundraising event that could 
potentially be dangerous to its par¬ 
ticipants. A consensus formed that 
was the point: it was an opportuni¬ 
ty for everyone to confront their 
own worst fears - the kind of ter¬ 
rible, mortal fears that gay youth 
face on the streets every day of 
their lives. 

“At least we have a para¬ 
chute,” said Walter Gonzalez, 28, 
another pledged jumper. 

The Jump itself 

The next morning, as the sun 
rose over the Mojave desert, the 
first-time skydivers gathered at 
California City Skydiving Club’s 
hanger for guidance and more 
training sessions: how to jump; 
what to do immediately after you 
exit the plane; what to do if your 
chute doesn’t open; what to do if 
it’s open but tangled; what to do if 
there’s a problem; how to pull the 
reserve chute; how to land proper¬ 
ly. After a test and getting signed 
up for a plane and group to drop 
with, time was spent in the “hurry 
up and wait” mode. 

Time seemed to fly in the 


Veterans with 
HIV Find 
Help at VA 
Med Center

Veterans with HIV should 
remember they are eligible for 
the comprehensive quality care 
offered by the Veteran’s 
Administration Medical Center 
Infectious Diseases Clinic, locat¬ 
ed at 4150 Clement Street in the 
city. 

Although the Veterans 
Administration handles about six 
percent of all cases of AIDS 
nationwide, only about ten per¬ 
cent of eligible veterans take 
advantage of VA services, with 
90 percent going elsewhere, Dr. 
Peter Jensen told the Bay Area 
Reporter in a brief interview last 
week. 

An outreach program has been 
initiated - “beating the bushes for 
patients” Jensen said - because 
many Vets who may need help 
are unaware of the generous ben¬ 
efits available to them. He said 
the center in San Francisco offers 
“high quality, old fashioned med¬ 
ical care,” where veterans who 
make less than $16,000 per year

morning, however, as both the 
extraordinary Y-Dive and the 
California City Skydiving Club 
volunteer teams worked together 
to put over 200 jumpers in the air 
by mid-day. By the end of 
Saturday 333 men and women - 
mostly lesbians and gay men - had 
completed their commitment. The 
day before, 12 Center staff had 
dropped, and on Sunday 33 more 
people jumped (some twice) after 
high winds forced a halt to the 
official Y-Dive late Saturday. The 
center has over $300,000 in 
pledges. 

Of the 345 jumps, described 
by many as “incredible,” there 
were seven reported injuries, three 
major: a woman broke her femur 
(the bone in the thigh) and two 
men injured their tailbones (one of 
whom also sustained a shattered 
wrist and a severely bitten tongue) 
upon landing. Four others injured 
their ankles, also upon landing. No 
one had to pull their reserve chute 
and everyone (including this 
reporter) jumped - although one 
or two jumped only after having 
experienced what appeared to be 
profound shame at having “chick¬ 


ened out” the first time. 
Interestingly the chutes were 
packed and re-packed by “master 
packers” from area military bases 
- a number of whom watched with 
a cocked eyebrow as lesbians and 
gays hugged and kissed each other 
like fun-seeking lifeboat sur¬ 
vivors. 

“The thing about this event 
that was the most amazing and 
rewarding is that it was more 
memorable and life-changing for 
more people than anyone ever 
anticipated,” said straight Y-Dive 
organizer Sara Smith, 28, who is 
trying to get the Y-Dive in the 
Guinness Book of World Records 
as the largest ever civilian student 
jump in one place at one time. “I 
have lost count of how many peo¬ 
ple have called to thank me saying 
‘I have conquered so many of my 
fears.’ Or ‘I am HIV-positive and I 
have just fulfilled a dream.’ For 
many of the participants they did 
something they might never have 
done on their own, something out¬ 
side the normal parameters of their 
lives. 

“And because of that they are 
forever changed.” ▼

To Benefit from 3-Part Series

Planet Out, a new international 
interactive gay and lesbian on-line 
service designed by Internet 
Media Services, kicks off on The 
Microsoft Network today, 
Thursday, August 24. 

The on-line service has been 
available to thousands of users 
internationally since April as part 
of test preparations for today’s 
official launch. It is now accessi¬ 
ble through MSN, which will 
include anyone who purchases the 
soon to-be-released Windows ’95 
software, and will be available 
through American Online early 
next year. 

The service will offer news, 
information, and chat areas tai¬ 
lored to a wide range of gay inter¬ 
ests, according to its president, 
Tom Reilly. Subject areas will 
include arts and entertainment, 
news, health, sports and fitness, a 
chat area called GhatPlanet, and 
another area called CivicCenter. 

Ten organizations will initially 
appear in CivicCenter, including 
Digital Queers; Frameline - 
Lesbian and Gay Independent 
Film and Video; the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force; the 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission; 
lOutproud! - National Coalition 
of Gay, Lesbian and Bisexual 
Youth; and P-FLAG - Parents and 
Friends of Lesbians and Gays. 

Although PlanetOut’s principal 
language is English, the service 
also supports a variety of other 
languages including French, 
German, Spanish, Italian, Dutch, 
and Russian. Eventually it will 
support Chinese and Japanese. 

The service will be a boon to 
lesbians and gays who live in non- 
urban areas without any lesbian or 
gay infrastructure - and there is a 
tremendous demand for it - 
according to spokesman Stephen 
Rivers. 

“In addition to rich information 
and news, PlanetOut offers mem¬ 
bers many opportunities to con¬ 
nect personally, in real time, with 


others in their town or across the 
world,” Rivers said in a release. 

Computer literate 

Rivers told the Bay Area 
Reporter that research indicates 
the lesbian and gay community is 
extremely computer literate, and 
that there is great interest and 
demand for such a service. 

According to a January 1995 
market study undertaken by Out 
magazine, gays and lesbians were 
more than twice as likely to own 
computers and modems than their 
heterosexual counterparts. 

The study also indicated that of 
those households owning comput¬ 
ers, almost half already subscribe 
to an on-line service. 

Current estimates, according to 
Rivers, are that these percentages 
translate to about 15 million con¬ 
sumers. 

Rivers said that America 
Online had an estimated 40,000 
different callers using its lesbian 
and gay chat line last year - for a 
total of about 100,000 hours of 
calls. 

Design and production members 
of PlanetOut include Reilly, who 
has also been a marketing and sales 
executive at Radius/SuperMac and 
other firms; Christine Williams, 
founder of Youth Assistance 
Organization, a peer-based self 
help, support, and counseling group 
for gay youth; and Darren Nye, a 
26-year-old New Jersey gay activist 
and computer systems operator 
who has run a variety of lesbian and 
gay computer bulletin boards since 
he was 16. 

Arts and entertainment produc¬ 
ers include Frameline’s Jenni 
Olson. The news producer is Greg 
Gordon, producer of This Way 
Out, the acclaimed National 
Public Radio program. 

According to Rivers, 
PlanetOut’s advisory board 
includes an estimated 30 execu¬ 
tives in technology and design and 
key community leaders who will 
advise the venture on planning, 
marketing, and content develop¬ 
ment. Y

NGLTF Marin retreat for 25 gay and lesbian youths: 

Gay Youth Training Confab 
Prepares a New Generation

If anyone could put across a wholesome 
image, it would be 17-year-old, freckle¬ 
faced Margot Kelley. Up from San Diego 
last week for a youth leadership training 
conference, she talks about her plans to start 
a publication for teenagers, her hope of 
attending U.C. Berkeley, and her loving and 
supportive mother. 

But Kelley, a seasoned lesbian activist, is 
no Pollyanna. Like others at the youth con¬ 
ference, she’s faced adversity and seems to 
have won. She tells of rape, running away 
from home and abusing drugs at 15, taking 
everything from pot to acid, cocaine, PCP, 
and crystal meth. During that time, she felt 
lost, attributing her feelings of isolation to 
her status as a gay youth. “I felt I had 
nowhere to go. I felt, if I didn’t find some¬ 
thing, I wasn’t going to make it,” she said, 
adding, “There are a lot of kids that don’t 
know where to turn.” 

Kelley was in the Bay Area for what its 
organizers called the first-ever training insti¬ 
tute for young lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgendered activists, held August 13 
through 20. 

The sponsor, the Washington, D.C.- 
based National Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF), brought 25 young leaders from 
around the nation to Walker Creek Ranch in 
Marin County for an intensive, week-long 
retreat of workshops and discussion. Now 
that the training is over, the youths, who 
range in age from 16 to 23, will get NGLTF 
follow-up support to help them get their 
own grassroots projects off the ground. 

Kelley, a student at San Diego’s School 
of Creative and Performing Arts, is planning 
to create a zine produced by and for queer 
youth. “That would’ve been a way that 
someone could have reached me,” she 
explained. 

“[The zine] will be a way for people to 


express themselves on the cutting edge and 
something to help reach out.” 

Training participants are committed to 
working on a wide range of projects in their 
local communities, including peer and inter- 
generational mentor programs; rural out¬ 
reach; hotlines; a statewide information net¬ 
work in South Dakota; a conference for 
youth of color in Atlanta; sensitivity training 
for public school teachers in St. Louis; and 
youth caucus within the Polynesian gay/les¬ 
bian community in Hawaii. 


Get a gift, give a gift 

NGLTF organizers hope that by fostering 
grassroots organizing and ties between local 
leaders, instead of focusing all their atten¬ 
tion on policy making in cities like New 
York, Washington, and San Francisco, the 
national gay rights movement will gain in 
strength and number. NGLTF Executive 
Director Melinda Paras told the participants 
on the last day of the conference, “You are 
the principals and agents of change. I hope 
you take that responsibility very seriously. 

“You get a gift, and then you give a gift. 
The gift that you have to give is back in your 
local areas.” 

Though a main purpose of the Marin 
conference was to help the next generation 
of leaders advance the movement, the atten¬ 
dees, hand-picked from among 140 appli¬ 
cants, are already activists with impressive 
resumes. Take, for example, the only partic¬ 
ipant from the Bay Area, 22-year-old Angel 
Fabian from East Palo Alto. Fabian is a 
Stanford premed student who currently sits 
on the board of directors at the national 
Latino/a Lesbian and Gay Organization and 
facilitates three different support groups for 
Latino gay and bisexual men in East Palo 
Alto. His project is focused on the adminis¬ 
tration of a $76,000 grant for HIV outreach 
to young men of color in San Mateo County. 


Author Leroy Aarons 
At Berdache August 31

Leroy Aarons, former executive editor of 
The Oakland Tribune and author of Prayers 
for Bobby, will be guest 
speaker at the monthly 
meeting of Berdache next 
Thursday, August 31. 

Berdache is a new group 
for gay men who want to 
connect with others who 
share an interest in spiritu¬ 
al matters. 

Berdache was con¬ 
ceived as a forum in 
which gay men could 
come together to explore, 
investigate, and share dif¬ 
ferent spiritual expres¬ 
sions and practices, said 
Christian de la Huerta, 

Berdache spokesman. The 
word berdache has been 
used in some form back to 
the fifth century to con¬ 
note gender-variance and 
same-sex eroticism. It is Leroy Aarons 
most commonly associat¬ 
ed with the name 
European explorers and 
missionaries ascribed to Native American 
gender-variant and homoerotically inclined 
males who served the role of spiritual and cer¬ 
emonial functionaries. 

The monthly gathering of the new organi¬ 
zation includes guest speakers, ritual, media¬ 
tions, and discussion “as well as the opportu¬ 
nity to meet fellow joumeyers,” de la Huerta 
told the B.A.R. 


Aarons is a distinguished and award-win¬ 
ning journalist and playwright, former nation¬ 
al correspondent for The Washington Post, 
and founder and president of the National 
Lesbian and Gay 
Journalists Association. 

Prayers for Bobby is the 
widely acclaimed story of a 
mother who prayed hard 
that her gay son would be 
“healed,” her anguish over 
his suicide, and the drama 
of her transformation from 
fearful churchgoer to 
national crusader for gay 
and lesbian youth. 

The first meeting, June 
8, featured Randy Conner, 
author of Blossom of Bone. 
A $10 donation is requested 
at the meetings, but no one 
will be turned away due to 
lack of funds, de la Huerta 
said. T

helps the religious right; healthcare delivery to 
lesbigay people of color; the health conse¬ 
quences of diminished self-esteem; eating dis¬ 
orders and body image dissatisfaction and gay 
men; “recreational” drug use; transgender med¬ 
ical care; sexual addiction; “Military Male 
Rape and the Development of Homophobia in 
Western Culture;” estate planning; the Hawaii 
marriage case; the validity of the ten percent 
statistic; and being “out” in health services. 

Domestic violence: it’s real 

The seminar on “Same-Sex Domestic 
Violence: What Lesbian and Gay Physicians 
Need to Know” was eye-opening and well- 
attended. Attorney Alana Bowman, supervising 
deputy city attorney at the domestic violence 
unit of the Los Angeles district attorney’s 
office, said physicians are too often embar¬ 
rassed to ask questions about domestic violence 
in gay relationships “for fear of opening a 
Pandora’s box.” She emphasized the need for 
doctors to have specialized in-take question¬ 
naires, and to ask patients direct questions if 
they note bruises in “designated areas,” a hov¬ 
ering or controlling partner, lack of financial 
independence, and an inconsistent memory of 
how “accidents” may have come about. 

“You may be the only person the injured 
person has the opportunity to talk to,” she told 
the doctors. “Keep the doors open in your own 
practice and you’ll be surprised how many 
patients are experiencing this horror.” 

Eveyln White, a health reporter for the San 
Francisco Chronicle and author of Chain Chain 


Change: For Black Women in Abusive 
Relationships , talked about the “false image” of 
the “strong black woman,” obscuring the possi¬ 
bility that a black lesbian can be vulnerable and 
fragile. 

In the African-American community, White 
said, same-sex domestic violence is “com¬ 
pounded by the closet” and the myth “that bat¬ 
tering is gendered.” There is also a belief that 
“it is dangerous to reveal our souls to white 
people who are depicted as our oppressor” - 
pointing out that Anita Hill was deplored for 
publicly airing complaints against a black man. 
“You can’t let race stop you,” she told the audi¬ 
ence. “You must intervene. ... All blood is red: 
you can make a difference.” 

San Francisco resident Patrick Letellier, 
author of Men Who Beat the Men Who Love 
Them: Battered Gay Men and Domestic 
Violence, admitted that stories about domestic 
violence are “hard to hear,” especially if it 
touches your own relationship. But to point out 
how lesbians and gay men have internalized the 
view that the only real domestic violence vic¬ 
tims are women who suffer at the hands of 
dominant men, Letellier told his own story of 
watching “the ideal relationship” deteriorate 
into a cycle of physical and emotional abuse 
that even a move to another continent couldn’t 
end. 

Letellier said when he eventually tried to 
escape years of abuse, rape, and threats by 
moving to San Francisco from London, his 
lover followed and stalked him through the 
Castro for three years. The lover was arrested in 
1991 and placed on six months probation, 
Letellier said, adding that he got a Christmas 
card last year with a note saying: “All I want to 
do is make you happy.” 


“No one is expecting you to turn their lives 
around,” Letellier told the physicians. “Your 
responsibility is to identify and acknowledge 
the abuse. That’s the intervention.” 

The new Patsy 

Even before National AIDS Policy Director 
Patsy Fleming joined the doctors for lunch on 
August 19, GLMA Executive Director Ben 
Schatz expressed some reservations about her 
effectiveness. 

“Patsy has long been a friend of the gay and 
lesbian community. She has long worked for 
people with HIV,” Schatz told the B.A.R. “Her 
commitment was indisputable.” But, he added, 
“I think she finds herself in a difficult position: 
she is tom between supporting the demands of 
the community and being protective of a 
President whose record is less than steller. And 
when it comes to the [President’s AIDS] 
Council, Patsy’s in a difficult position because 
the council, more than the administration 
expected, will be confrontational. 

“We’re not going to be satisfied with mean¬ 
ingless promises as a cog in the re-election 
machinery.” 

And Schatz, who virtually wrote all of pres¬ 
idential campaigner Bill Clinton’s AIDS poli¬ 
cies, is quick to point out most of the promises 
made by Clinton have been meaningless. “I feel 
very let down. I feel betrayed,” he told the 
B.A.R ., and said he expressed those feelings 
when the AIDS Council met. 

“I will not be on the council to buy off our 
votes. Being forced to choose between our 
rights and our lives is unacceptable,” he told his 
fellow council members. “President Clinton is 
clearly an improvement. But he hasn’t exactly 
been a leader.” T

“Gay Gene” 

Researcher 

Smeared

“Questions about ‘gay gene’ 
study prompt HHS probe of 
researcher” screamed the headline 
on the front page of the conserva¬ 
tive Washington Times. The 
August 15 article retold charges 
raised in the Chicago Tribune that 
Dean H. Hamer is under investi¬ 
gation by the Office of Research 
Integrity (ORI) at the National 
Institutes of Health for possible 
scientific misconduct. 

Hamer’s research, conducted 
at the National Cancer Institute 
and published in Science in July 
1993, strongly suggests a correla¬ 
tion between certain genetic pat¬ 
terns on the X chromosome of 
males and being gay. 

A former member of that 
research team has accused Hamer 
of “selectively reporting his data 
in ways that enhanced the study’s 
conclusions.” 

Both Hamer and ORI cited 
regulations prohibiting discussion 
of an ongoing investigation. 
However, sources familiar with 
the matter characterized the 
charges as a personal vendetta by 
the former team member. ORI has 
been “investigating” them for 
about a year and there is specula¬ 
tion that a report will ever be 
issued. 

The Times description of 
Hamer as “a homosexual rights 
activist,” brought a quick denial. 
“Absolutely not, I’m a scientist at 
the National Institutes of Health,” 
he said, citing his 18 years with 
the organization. 

“An independent effort could 
not corroborate Mr. Hamer’s 
study,” wrote the paper. “It used a 
completely different protocol,” 
countered Hamer, “and it really 
wasn’t able to either refute our 
study or confirm it, because they 
weren’t looking for genes on the 
X chromosome.” He said they 
have duplicated their work and 
extended it to heterosexual broth¬ 
ers. That paper is undergoing peer 
review for publication. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Elliot S. 
Gershon M.D. is recruiting partic¬ 
ipants for a parallel research 
effort at the National Institute of 
Mental Health. In June he said he 
anticipates confirming Hamer’s 
results and moving on to look for 
other possible genetic cofactors in 
determining sexual orientation. 

The Times also alleged that 
Hamer “shifted his research” to 
cancer risk-related behavior, such 
as smoking, after the probe began. 

In an extended interview last 
fall, Hamer said that his original 
research design, several years 
previous, included searching for 
genetic links to many things, 
including Kaposi’s sarcoma. “As 
time goes on we will add on addi¬ 
tional interesting components.” 
He reiterated that stance saying, 
“Shifts in emphasis happen all the 
time in research, you add on 
things.” 

“The religious right are big 
enemies of mine,” said Hamer. 
“They are just simply anti-homo- 
sexuality and are not even using a 
pretext to attack me.” 

He cited two earlier front page 
attacks by the Times in the spring 
of 1994. “They just lied in those 
articles. It was really quite 
astounding. ... Fortunately the 
Cancer Institute is an autonomous 
body and they recognize science 
when they see it. 

“But it is still an annoyance; it 
takes away time, and energy, and 
money for that matter.” ▼

pay nothing; those who make 
more than $16,000 yearly make 
small co-payments which vary, 
with prescriptions costing only 
$2, for example, Jensen said. 

“We want to remind folks we 
are out here,” Jensen said, indi¬ 
cating the VA is also actively pur¬ 
suing clinical research programs. 

Satellite clinics are being 
established as part of a new VA 
homeless program targeting the 
South of Market area, Jensen 
said. 

Only veterans are eligible at 
VA Medical facilities. Unlike 
active military hospitals, spouses 
and dependents are not eligible. 
Nor are domestic partners. 

Melinda L. Murphy, public 
affairs officer of the VA Medical 
Center, said competitive services 
for Vets with HIV include confi¬ 
dential testing, quality treatment, 
excellent hospital care, counsel¬ 
ing, Detox/Rehab services, social 
services, support groups, a dedi¬ 
cated caring staff, and low cost or 
no-cost medications. 

The center has a non-judg- 
mental approach to medicine and 
has the latest diagnostic equip¬ 
ment, as well as physicians and 
nurses who are some of the most 
experienced HIV healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals in the nation, Murphy

oath he has not used the word in 
the last decade. 

As information about the 
alleged racial slurs was dissemi¬ 
nated, it was also reported that 
Fuhrman made virulently homo- 
phobic comments on the tapes. 

According to a transcript, 
Fuhrman told McKinney and Diaz 
he doesn’t approve of sexual 
minority law enforcement person¬ 
nel - or San Francisco’s leader¬ 
ship in the field. 

“It’s decadent. The people 
need to have their ass kicked. 
People have no pride, they have 
long hair, even beards at one 
point. They have no pride, they 
have nothing,” the transcript 
quotes him as saying. “They have 
homosexual officers. I mean it’s 
disgusting... 

“I’ve been to San Francisco. 
I’ve known people who have left 
the department specifically for 
that reason. I won’t drive through 
San Francisco,” Fuhrman said. 

“I’ve never met a person in the 
L.A. police department that would 
go up and work in San Francisco 
and be a policeman no matter how 
much they paid them,” he said. 

‘Pathetic’ 

“The chief is not going to com¬ 
ment on it. There is no reason for 
the chief to respond to that at this 
time,” SFPD Public Affairs 
spokeswoman Sergeant Barbara 
Davis told the B.A.R. But lesbian 
and gay law enforcement officers 
and San Francisco Police 
Commissioner Wayne Friday had 
plenty to say about Fuhrman’s 
anti-gay comments. 

Friday, who is also the Bay 
Area Reporter's political editor 
and an openly gay peace officer 
working as an investigator for 
District Attorney Arlo Smith, said 
Fuhrman’s views are repugnant. 

“The guy is not only obviously 
a racist, but he’s also apparently a 
stoned out homophobe,” Friday 
said. “We don’t even want cops 
like him in our police department. 

“He’s pathetic.”

community liaison, said the 
homophobic comments do little 
except seriously embarrass 
Fuhrman - and perhaps momen¬ 
tarily obscure the real issue of the 
O.J. Simpson murder trial. 

“There are gay people in every 
profession, as sure as the sun 
rises,” he said. “We hope the com¬ 
ments of Mr. Fuhrman don’t cloud 
the issues of guilt or innocence of 
the man accused of brutally mur¬ 
dering two people.” 

With more than 100 openly 
lesbian and gay officers and one 
out front transgender officer, the 
San Francisco Police Department 
has conducted an extensive and 
highly visible recruitment cam¬ 
paign to hire lesbians and gays as 
police officers. 

Officer David Tussey, who 
recently left a Castro beat assign¬ 
ment for a plum Police Academy 
teaching post, said that Fuhrman’s 
comments, if true, reflect a kind of 
bigotry no longer acceptable in 
police departments or in modern 
law enforcement. 

“Holy mackerel,” Tussey said. 
“There are people like that who 
try to hide out in a big department. 
But there are a lot of gays and les¬ 
bians in the Los Angeles Police 
Department who are members of 
Golden State Peace Officers 
Association.” 

The lesbian and gay officers 
association is open to sworn peace 
officers and law enforcement pro¬ 
fessionals throughout California. 

Openly lesbian police officer 
Pam Hofsass, currently assigned 
to the SFPD Crime Lab, summed 
up the view of many lesbian and 
gay officers in her assessment of 
Fuhrman. 

“The guy is obviously homo- 
phobic, sexist, and racist, and I 
can say that the majority of people 
in our department do not share 
Mark Fuhrman’s position on 
queers in law enforcement,” she 
said. T

public attention to the fact of our 
sickness. “We’ve been abandoned. 
We’ve been thrown at risk by the 
government. We get no drugs, no 
medical assistance, no care. So we 
did it to get public attention,” said 
Sergio Magnis, one of the AIDS 
gang. And, indeed, the police 
recovered “most” of the stolen 
money. 

And boy, did they ever get pub¬ 
lic attention. The fact that these 
sicko perverts could flaunt the law 
so brazenly sent conservatives 
into a paroxysm of rage. The 
Italian fascist party even called for 
the return of the death penalty to 
punish such criminals, but later 
retracted the demand after they 
realized the irony of sentencing 
PWAs to death. But the damage 
had already been done, and they’d 
raised the crucial point: what can 
you threaten us with that’s worse 
than what we already face? 

The Justice minister, respond¬ 
ing to right-wing outrage, said he 
would try to institute special 
closed hospices for criminals with 
AIDS. Local AIDS activists 
responded by suggesting the gov¬ 
ernment first come through on its 
as yet unfulfilled promise to estab¬ 
lish 4,600 beds for ordinary 
PWAs. 

As much as I admire and envy 
the AIDS gang, if the net result of 
their activity is a crackdown on 
PWAs, the movement will have 
little cause to thank them. Magnis 
claims he had no other choice 
because his criminal record made 
it impossible to find employment 
as a construction worker. “Once 
they saw my record, they were 
afraid. So I was forced to steal,” 
he said. 

Others see it differently. The 
chief of police in Turin denounced 
the AIDS gang as “three criminals 
who have lost any sense of shame. 
They’ve gone beyond the limits of 
respect. What they do provokes an 
aspect of comedy, but also of 
rage.” 

Oddly, I entirely agree with the 
cop’s assessment, and it wouldn’t 
surprise me if the AIDS gang also 
concurs. They have no shame, no 
need for it, no time for it. The 
cop’s need for the criminals he 
arrests to feel shame is his prob¬ 
lem, not theirs. It’s true they’ve 
gone beyond the limits of respect, 
although it might be fairer to say 
they found themselves out beyond 
its limits and acted accordingly. 
And finally, it is their illness and 
their society’s reaction to it that 
fuel the comedy and rage their acts 
inspire. 


Difficult prisoners 

Italy passed the law banning 
the imprisonment of PWAs for a 
variety of reasons. For one thing. 


Italians appear to be a fairly 
humane people, willing to let a 
sick person die at home instead of 
in jail. There were also pragmatic 
reasons, like the difficulty in get¬ 
ting adequate care to prisoners 
with AIDS. 

In the U.S. that problem found 
a different solution: PWAs simply 
don’t get adequate care. Then they 
die off fast, saving even more 
money. Few things terrify me 
more than the thought of being 
incarcerated and denied the mas¬ 
sive support I need to stay alive. 
As it is, with decent insurance, the 
full support of what is probably 
the most developed AIDS commu¬ 
nity in the world, and generous 
financial and emotional help from 
my family and friends, I barely 
survive. To be stuck in an environ¬ 
ment with bad food where you 
have to fight for every capsule of 
AZT - well, it would just be a 
death sentence. Italy shied away 
from that; the United States did 
not. 

Prejudice also played its part. 
There were fears that prison popu¬ 
lations would riot if PWAs were 
placed among them, and there was 
also the common assumption that 
HIVers are dead-meat specials, too 
ravaged by illness to do much 
harm. 

Finally, PWAs in general and 
the AIDS gang in particular make 
difficult prisoners, aside from 
their special medical needs. The 
last time the AIDS gang was 
arrested they were put in the 
prison ward of a local hospital. In 
a couple of hours, they’d flooded 
the building by opening faucets 
and blocking drains, disabled the 
closed-circuit TV security system, 
and led their fellow inmates in a 
protest demonstration. In some 
ways, they do less harm out on the 
street robbing banks. 

I hope they’re enjoying them¬ 
selves, and I wish I could join 
them. There was never much 
chance that the U.S. would pass a 
law like Italy’s, and what little 
chance there may have been has 
evaporated with the highly publi¬ 
cized advent of the AIDS gang. So 
if I want to become a PWA bank 
robber, I have to get Italian citi¬ 
zenship, since an American tourist 
PWA bank robber would probably 
just be extradited to die in a U.S. 
jail. 

Getting Italian citizenship may 
sound like quite a challenge for a 
fourth-generation American of 
Russian-Jewish descent with 
AIDS. But the odds can’t be worse 
than those against finding a cure 
for the disease. 

In the meantime I’ll just fanta¬ 
size about the Tuscan villa I’m 
going to buy with my ill-gotten 
cash. If you have to go, you may 
as well go in style. ▼

Lessons from the 
Summer of '95

|H n a couple of weeks kids 
across America will be 
returning to school to write 
those traditional essays of 
“What I Did This Summer.” If 
people with AIDS were writing 
those essays, the summer of ’95 
would certainly produce several 
volumes entitled “My Non- 
Vacation and the AIDS Lotteries.” 

This summer was without a 
doubt the Protease Summer for 
most of us. Starting with the 
Saquinavir Lottery in June and 
ending with the Crixivan lottery in 
September, people with AIDS 
across the U.S. have waited for the 
last ping-pong ball to appear with 
their lucky number. The prospect 
of being a “winner” has come with 
the heavy price of knowing that 
your friend or lover might be one 
of many more “losers.” 

So we talk about sharing drug - 
although we know it could mean 
getting less than optimal dosage 
and losing potential benefit. We 
talk about hanging on until 
Protease Inhibitors are approved 
in ’96 - although we know that 
some of us won’t be here this time 
next year. We talk about hopes for 
a Protease to appear through the 
underground - but those in our 
community who have the financial 
resources aren’t investing in that 
costly venture. 

In short, the “Summer of ’95” 
will be remembered as the turning 
point in AIDS drug development 
history when we began the process 
of devolution from Expanded 
Access Programs to the concept of 
AIDS Drug Bingo Nite. 

This is not to say that organiza¬ 
tions such as ACT UP/Golden 
Gate and Project Inform haven’t 
spent months negotiating with 
pharmaceutical companies around 
the best way of broadening access 
to these much needed drugs. We 
were offered nothing - and with 
much effort stretched that nothing 
into 3,650 total slots for both 
Protease Inhibitors. We were told 
that drug was difficult and expen¬ 
sive to produce and eventually that 
rationale became part of every 
Protease discussion. 

As a community of people liv¬ 
ing with a life-threatening disease, 
people with HIV/AIDS and AIDS 
Treatment Activists have made in¬ 
roads into drug development and 
access that no other “disease 
group” has been able to accom¬ 
plish. Since 1990 tens of thou¬ 
sands of individuals accessed 
either ddl, ddC, D4T, or 3TC prior 


to approval. Each of those 
Expanded Access Programs had 
some restrictions, but for the most 
part each subsequent program 
became less restrictive to patients 
and less cumbersome for physi¬ 
cians. 

If you’ve been reading these 
ACT UP/Golden Gate columns for 
a while, then you know that ACT 
UP/Golden Gate has been in a one 
year battle with Genentech (a local 
biotech) around expanding access 
to a breast cancer treatment. Two 
weeks ago Genentech finally 
caved in and agreed to create a 
program before year’s end. This is 
an historic victory for the breast 
cancer community. However, 
already there is murmuring about 
a “lottery” program. This drug lot¬ 
tery idea may be the fastest grow¬ 
ing cancer yet. People with breast 
cancer have never benefited from 
a large expanded access. In fact, 
even individual Compassionate 
Access has rarely been granted. 
Genentech’s product is neither 
costly nor difficult to manufac¬ 
ture. 

As a community we must 
insure our future by not allowing 
the creation of indiscriminately 
restrictive programs, regardless of 
the disease group in question. We 
all risk becoming “losers” if the 
precedents of “Summer of ’96” 
are allowed to set the stage for 
future access programs. 

As always, it is the loud, 
demanding voice of the affected 
community that inevitably makes 
the difference. For those of us who 
are healthy or healthier than our 
friends at late-stage disease we 
must be more participative in this 
process. There are several oppor¬ 
tunities presently at hand. 

A third Protease Inhibitor is 
being developed by Abbott 
Pharmaceuticals. This company 
has consistently refused to make 
any of their AIDS drugs more 
readily available to the communi¬ 
ty. Activists’ efforts have repeated¬ 
ly failed. However, we know that 
Abbott is responsive to one thing. 
Financial repercussions upon the 
company. In 1992 ACT 
UP/Golden Gate targeted the com¬ 
pany by taking over the Pacific 
Stock Exchange. We protested 
Abbott’s refusal to sell off the 
rights to an AIDS drug that they 
were otherwise unwilling to 
develop. Soon afterwards the drug 
was sold to another more coopera¬ 
tive company. 

Everyday across this country 
people with HIV/AIDS are using 
nutritional supplements. As a 
result of intense marketing to the 
AIDS community, Abbott’s sub-

sidiary Ross Laboratories has cap¬ 
tured a large part of the liquid 
nutritional supplement market. 
Their two main products are 
Ensure and Advera. We should not 
be buying these products! 

There are plenty of alternate 
products on the market. It’s very 
easy for each of us to write to, or 
call, our community’s magazines 
that run Ensure and Advera ads 
and tell them to refuse them. We 
can also tell our retailers that we 
need to see these products off their 
shelves. Similarly our food banks 
can refuse free samples and easily 
get competitive products for their 
clients. Until the Abbott Protease 
is available we, the community, 
need to hit Abbott where it counts: 
in the pocketbook. And when it 
comes to an Expanded Access 
Program, Abbott should be the 
tuming-back-point for people with 
HIV/AIDS. 

It is to Abbott, who has held 
out longest, that we must yell: no 
lotteries, no way!/! 

In response to a conservative 
wave, in these times when many 
national AIDS groups are telling 
the community to scale back its 
demands, we must respond by 
returning to the earliest insights of 
the AIDS activist movement. No 
matter what we are told is “impos¬ 
sible,” we must demand more and 
make it “possible.” We didn’t get 
today’s HIV treatments and pro¬ 
phylaxes for opportunistic infec¬ 
tions by asking for less. More of 
us need more and better treat¬ 
ments. All of us must invest in 
making that a reality.

The Gay power 
behind MLK Jr.

i§j|gpi his week in 1963, a 51-year-old African- 
American gay civil rights activist whose 
career had been derailed more than once by 
straight counterparts in the movement was 
threatened with a familiar tactic: exposure as 
a homosexual. 

Two weeks before the 1963 demonstration in 
which Martin Luther King, Jr. would deliver his “I 
Have a Dream” speech, the press dubbed Bayard 
Rustin “Mr. March-on Washington” for his tireless 
efforts to bring the issues of jobs into the spectre of the 
civil rights movement. But a familiar refrain had hit 
civil rights circles regarding Rustin, and this time it 
threatened to completely end his already fractured 
career. According to an article on Rustin in Radical 
History Review, lewd conduct charges from the early 
1950s and Communist links were published in the 
Congressional Record. 

Although the conviction had made the rounds of 
pacifists and to a few newspapers, it was never broad¬ 
cast in such precise detail or in front of an audience of 
tens of millions. For once, however, Rustin was 
embraced and not shunned by his peers, according to 
the article by John D’Emilio. His mentor, A. Philip 
Randolph, held a major press conference and 
declared, “I am sure I speak for the combined Negro 
leadership in voicing my complete confidence in 
Bayard Rustin’s character, integrity, and extraordinary 



ability.” Those words cut short reporters’ questions, 
and for a while, he was allowed back into King’s inner 
circle. “In other words, the perversion card had been 
played - and finally, so it seemed, trumped,” accord¬ 
ing to Rustin. 

Not entirely, though. D’Emilio describes a linger¬ 
ing discomfort with Rustin’s 
sexuality, even by close 
associates whose careers he 
helped build. Even though it 
was Rustin who smoothed 
things over with hotel secu¬ 
rity and the local press when 
prostitutes were found run¬ 
ning in and out of the hotel 
rooms of members of King’s 
1964 Nobel Peace Prize 
entourage. 

And Rustin began to 
call for concessions that 
put him and the movement 
Gay civil rights i n direct conflict. After

bishop of Newark, N.J. 

In 1990 Righter ordained the 
Reverend Barry Stopfel as a dea¬ 
con. Stopfel is now the pastor of 
St. George’s Church in 
Maplewood, N.J. 

Ten conservative bishops, led by 
the Right Reverend James Stanton 
of Dallas and the Right Reverend 
William Wantland of Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin, made the charges 
against Righter, alleging that by 
ordaining Stopfel, who was in an 
open relationship with a United 
Church of Christ minister, Righter 
was “teaching a doctrine contrary to 
that held by this church.” 

Neither Stanton nor Wantland 
could be reached for comment on 
the decision. Rehill said he had 
spoken with Righter, who now 
lives in Vermont. “He’s disappoint¬ 
ed and surprised. I’m not sure 
which of those emotions is 
stronger. Both of us are surprised 
that 76 bishops are willing to sub¬ 
ject the church to trial,” Rehill said. 

There had only been two 
heresy trails in the church’s histo¬ 
ry, he said. 

Rehill said they have asked 
that the ballots and the envelopes 
in which they were mailed be pre¬ 
served for examination, because 
he believes some undue pressure 
may have been put to get the issue 
to trial. 

He said the bishops were noti¬ 
fied May 12 that they had until 
August 15 to give their consent. 
He said he was told the consents 
received after the 15th had been 
postmarked before, but said he 
was skeptical that with so many 
months to give permission they 
all came at the last minute. 

“What we really have is some¬ 
thing that smells very bad,” he 
said. “We will investigate.” 

Righter, in a response he filed 
in May to the original charges, 
said there was nothing in church 
doctrine putting “limitations on a 
bishop’s right to ordain a canoni¬ 
cally qualified candidate. The 
presentment is based on a misun¬ 
derstanding of the doctrine of the 
Episcopal Church and the sources 
of such doctrine.” 

Stopfel, in an interview in 
May with United Press 
International, said the allegations 
were being put forth by “a minor¬ 
ity of conservative, zealous bish¬ 
ops who are trying to hold the 
Episcopal Church hostage to their 
very narrow viewpoint.”▼

H verybody knows by now that 
: the National Endowments for 
the Arts and the Humanities 
are threatened with extinc¬ 
tion. What’s less clear is how the 
axe-wielding mood of a Gingrich- 
inspired Congress trickles down to 
the various cultural institutions 
across the country. A few recent 
moves by the publicly-funded 
Public Broadcasting System (PBS) 
concerning programs made for pub¬ 
lic television stations by the pub¬ 
licly-funded Independent Television 
Service (ITVS) suggest the chill is 
on. 

Independent filmmaker Arthur 
Dong had been under the impres¬ 
sion, since August 1994, that his 
award-winnihg hour-long documen¬ 
tary Coming Out Under Fire, fund¬ 
ed in part by ITVS, would be given 
a hard feed by PBS the following 
June. Hard feed translates as the 
official national program, although 
PBS cannot dictate what individual 
stations will broadcast at any given 
hour. 

In April, Dong learned that his 
portrait of WWII veterans victim¬ 
ized by the U.S. military’s homo¬ 
phobia had been demoted to soft 
feed. What that ultimately meant 
was that while public stations in the 
major cities picked up the program 
from the pool of PBS programs 
available. Coming Out was not aired 
in some of the places most in need 
of reliable information about gays 
and lesbians. There was no other 
PBS hard feed program for Gay 
Pride month. 

Of his disappointment, Dong 
said in a recent phone interview, “It 
encourages me. If they’re going to 
fight Coming Out Under Fire we 
really have work to do. That’s one

T he typical elements of horror 
films - haunted houses, 
demonic possessions, and 
freakish killers - are often 
unbelievable, sometimes even laugh¬ 
able. We aren’t really frightened by 
them because we can assure our¬ 
selves that such horrible things only 
happen in the movies. 

Not so with writer/director Clive 
Barker’s latest offering. Lord of 
Illusions. The story may reach fan¬ 
tastical extremes of evil, but its roots 
are firmly planted in reality - the 
reality of the Manson killings, Waco, 
and Jonestown. And therein lies its 
frightening power. 

Set in the wilds of urban Los 
Angeles and in the equally harsh 
Southern California desert. Lord of 
Illusions is based loosely on the 
1985 short story ‘The Last Illusion,” 
from Barker’s Books of Blood series. 
The movie marks the film debut of a 
recurring character from 
Books of Blood , New York 
City private detective 
Harry D’Amour, played by 
Scott Bakula, the gritty, handsome 
star of the syndicated TV series 
Quantum Leap. 

The puzzle begins when 
D’Amour, fed up with New York and 
hoping for a relaxing vacation in La- 
La Land, accepts a routine assign¬ 
ment to follow a petty fraudster in 
California. The private dick’s trail 
takes an unanticipated turn when his 
quarry inadvertently leads him to 
world-famous illusionist Philip 
Swann, played by Virtuosity’s Kevin 
J. O’Connor, and his beautiful wife 
Dorothea, played by former model 
and upcoming James Bond vamp 
Famke Janssen.

and founding mother of queer the¬ 
ater. She's currently performing 
her one-woman show You re Just 
Like My Father at Josie's Cabaret 
and Juice Joint. 

Shaw was already once mar¬ 
ried and a mother when she joined 
the New York-based Hot Peaches 
theater troupe as its only lesbian 
performer in the ’70s. Hot Peaches 
was a band of drag queens who 
performed in the streets, in sub¬ 
way stations, even in theaters. 
Since then, she has never left the 
avant-garde and has been respon¬ 
sible for co-founding a lesbian 
theater group called Split Britches 
and starting the W.O.W. Cafe, the 
lesbian performance space where 
Holly Hughes and The Five 
Lesbian Brothers got their starts. 

You ’re Just Like My Father is a 
celebration of butchness, a peek 
into the emotional cauldron of 
1950s family life, and, ultimately, 
a rear-view mirror look at the last 
40 years of a tough-talking lesbian 
who calls herself “Eddy.” It’s a 
poignant and at times hilarious 
character sketch seemingly drawn 
from the depths of Shaw’s own 
early life experiences. As she 
binds her breasts and dresses in 
her dead father’s clothes - boxing 
drag, an army uniform, and a 
freshly pressed suit - Shaw relates 
fond memories of her dead father

and of a conflicted, almost inces¬ 
tuous relationship with her moth¬ 
er. 

All that remains of dad are 
memories and his crisp, white 
shirts. Mom, however, is ever pre¬ 
sent, peppering her daughters’ 
consciousness with folk wisdom 
and torturing her with mixed mes¬ 
sages about her burgeoning sexu¬ 
ality. Mother admires Eddy 
(whom she calls “Margaret”) and 
her handsome looks, but is con¬ 
vinced that homosexuality is 
immoral. “You look just like your 
father. Do you want a pair of his 
cuff links?” she asks Eddy, then 
goes on to say, “You’re going to 
bum in hell for dressing like that. 
Don’t let your sisters see you 
dressing like that.” 

At 51, Shaw still cuts a hand¬ 
some figure in her father’s clothes 
as she shadow boxes across the 
stage, admires her Elvis Presley 
sneer, and launches into an 
inspired rendition of James 
Brown’s “It’s a Man’s Man’s 
Man’s World.” By the last part of 
the performance, she has so com¬ 


pletely drawn the audience into 
her butch persona that she can 
glide into the audience and sing 
“To All the Girls I’ve Loved 
Before” to beaming women who 
are not at all embarrassed by the 
attention. And then, for just a 
moment, Shaw gives us more than 
the butch Eddie. She shows her 
true acting skill when her silk 
boxing robe falls to her shoulders, 
she turns languidly, and the light 
hits her just right - she is trans¬ 
formed. At that moment, she is 
the most feminine woman in the 
room. 

Much too soon for the audi¬ 
ence’s taste, however, the show is 
over. No real story has been told, 
we have merely observed the flot¬ 
sam and jetsam of Eddie’s mind, 
and we are left wanting much 
more. ▼

of the easiest programs for them 
to swallow. This just makes me 
want to work even harder.” 

In a more recent development, 
PBS decided it only wanted two 
of producer Isaac Julien’s four 
programs on lesbian and gay 
rights, collectively titled The 
Question of Equality: Arthur 
Dong’s Out Rage ’69 and Robyn 
Hutt’s Hollow Liberty. The two 
films rejected were Tina Di 
Feliciantonio and Jane C. 
Wagner’s Culture Wars and 
Robert Byrd’s Generation Q. As 
a consequence, series presenter 
ITVS instead decided to sell the 
series, intact, on a station-to-sta- 
tion basis for broadcast in 
October. San Francisco’s KQED 
took the initiative, on August 14th 
and 15th, of airing the series in 
toto and as a pledge-getter. 

The doubt remains: Was PBS’ 
decision a question of quality , as 
they claim, or something a little 
more political? Hutt’s soft-focus 
view of the U.S. military’s recent 
homophobic tendencies is almost 
demoralizing, being deficient in 
those activist sound bytes that 
offset oppression. And while 
Dong’s Out Rage '69 is an impor¬ 
tant and inspiring history lesson, 
from Stonewall to Anita Bryant, 


it’s history. 

The burning issues explored in 
DiFeliciantonio and Wagner’s 
Culture Wars, on the other hand, 
are still very much with us. From 
the brutal murder of Julio Rivera 
in Queens, because he was a 
“fag,” to the misappropriation by 
the Right of filmmaker Marlon 
Riggs’ revolutionary black and 
gay Tongues Untied , to the not- 
so-reassuring defeat of Oregon’s 
anti-homosexual Ballot Measure 
9, this emotion-packed program 
demonstrates the accelerating 
need for gay rights advocacy. 

The other PBS reject. 
Generation Q, while less rigorous 
in its editing and political analy¬ 
sis, is menacing to a fundamental¬ 
ist’s agenda: lesbians and gays of 
high school age are seen as happy, 
the way God made them, except 
to the extent they’re discriminat¬ 
ed against for being who they are. 

James Yee, executive director 
of ITVS, had this to say about 
negotiating the current cultural 
climate: “Everyone’s just, shall 
we say, becoming increasingly 
cautious. And in that caution you 
do go through a self-edit and 
that’s just the ugliest side of this 
whole thing. It’s not a matter of 
being courageous. It’s a matter 
of being both smart and coura¬ 
geous. The hardest part of this 
whole thing is going for the long 
haul.” ▼

Masters and Slaves

I n the golden days of yore 
there lived a kind of musical 
theater that existed to be light, 
fun and entertaining. Some 
songs, some dances, some jokes 
and the audience tripped home 
smiling and happy, at least for the 
rest of the evening. Certainly 
musicals could aspire to more 
emotional depth than this, but if 
they didn’t, they were not any less 
entertaining or even successful. 
Somehow along the march of 
time, musicals, which have always 
been complex beasts to get right, 
have matured with an unattractive, 
grandiose pomposity that relies 
heavily on special effects like 
rotating barricades, falling chan¬ 
deliers and floating staircases. Oh, 
for the good ol’ days - those sweet 
days before someone thought 
turning Stephen King’s Carrie 
into a musical was a good idea. 

But do n$t fear, musical lovers. 
Pleasure is at hand. The simple 
joys of unfettered musical comedy 
are on full display at the 
Presentation Theater in the San 
Francisco Shakespeare Festival’s 
production of The Boys From 
Syracuse, the 1938 Richard 
Rodgers and Lorenz Hart musical 
based on Shakespeare’s The 
Comedy of Errors. This buoyant, 
colorful piece of musical fluff 
does not change the world with its 
charms, nor does it alter the histo¬ 
ry and form of musical theater. 
What it does do is entertain: the 
charming Rodgers and Hart score, 
which features gems like “Falling 
In Love With Love” and “This 
Can’t Be Love,” has sassy wit 
galore, and the fast-paced plot 
never asks the audience to care 
much about the silly characters, 
making it even easier for patrons 
to just sit back, smile and enjoy. 

Director Albert Takazauckas, 
who helmed this company’s high¬ 
ly successful revival of the 
Gershwins’ Oh, Kay! last summer, 
scores another hit with Boys, a 
romantic farce about two sets of 
identical twins - cute boys in short 
togas, each pair consisting of a 
master and his slave - separated 
by circumstance and thrown 
together by fate in the small town 
of Ephesus. As one set of twins is 
mistaken for the other, mayhem 
ensues until the last moments of 
the show when order is restored, 
brothers embrace and the orches¬ 
tra kicks in to ensure that the 
happy ending is, indeed, happy. 

That’s it for plot, so the bulk of 
the show consists of set-ups for 
songs. The structure is much like 
that of a television variety show: 
some comedy, a love song, some 
comedy, a character song, etc. 
Start slowly and let the actors 
deliver the songs alone on the 
stage, then gradually build them 
into big production numbers so 
that midway through Act Two the 
show is barreling toward the finish 
line. It’s a tried-and-true structure 
that works, and Takazauckas wise¬ 
ly never lets the show tarry. 

The cast is appealing and 
deliver solid interpretations 
throughout, though several of the 
production elements keep them 
from shining as brightly as they 
might. Lawrence Pech’s choreog¬ 
raphy, though at times humorous, 
lacks imagination, and musical 
director Kevin Cole steals the 
show with his solo piano 
entr’acte, but his vocal work with 
some of the cast could be stronger. 
Aside from these minor draw¬ 
backs, the show breezes along, 
stopping to light a spark here and 
there. As the leading man twins, 
who, in a great bit of casting, real¬ 
ly look alike, Joe Piazza and Greg 
Raffelson each have their shining 
moments. As the slave twins, 


Colin Thomson and Bob Greene, 
who also look alike, make for 
delightful doofuses, but they tend 
to go for the big slapstick 
moments that do not yield laughs. 

The show’s strong ensemble of 
supporting players includes the 
broadly comic Lisa Peers as a 
beleaguered, confused wife. 
Shannon Dunne as a sweet¬ 
voiced, doe-eyed ingenue and 
Linda McCulloch as the courtesan 
who seems to have been patterned 
after Nancy Sinatra. 

With one attractive set (by J. B. 
Wilson), no helicopters or chande¬ 
liers and, blessedly, no artificial 
amplification. Boys From 
Syracuse is a throwback to the 
days when witty entertainment 
was enough. In the words of 
Lorenz Hart, “I wanna go back, go 
back to dear old Syracuse.” ▼

Forget the long line of direc¬ 
tors who’ve flirted with the fold¬ 
ing chair - Oliver Stone, Francis 
Ford Coppola, Barry Levinson, 
Brian Gibson, Ed Zwick - 
Warner Bros, has only paid two 
men to elect the Mayor: Gus Van 
Sant (’92-’93) and Rob Cohen 
(’93-’94). 

The Van Sant donnybrook has 
been well publicized. In ’92, 
Warners hired gay director Van 
Sant to authentically portray gay 
politico Milk, only to discover 
the Portlander was as intrigued 
by Milk’s private passions as he 
was by his public ones. At which 
point they canned him. 

That’s not the official story, of 
course. On the record, Gus 
resigned because he was unwill¬ 
ing to shoot Becky Johnston’s 
script after a year of collaborating 
with her. But then Warners hired 
straight director Rob Cohen, who 
summarily rejected Johnston’s 
script. Go figure. 

To be sure, both the Van Sant 
and Cohen choices had a certain 
justice to them. Harvey was gay 
and Jewish. Van Sant is gay. And 
Cohen is Jewish, not casual 
Jewish - oppressed Jewish: as 
one of the few Jewish kids in the 
Hudson River Valley in the ’60s, 
Cohen felt the sting of high 
school anti-Semitism. Like the 
thud of his skull on a locker 
courtesy of the Wentzing broth¬ 
ers. 

The Cohen Collapse 

As for Cohen’s demise as 
director of Mayor , that story has 
never been accurately told. In last 
April’s Buzz, Philby Waites 


claimed Warners grew “disen¬ 
chanted” with Cohen, but both 
Meron and Cohen deny that 
report. (My own phone call to 
Waites was never returned.) Yet 
it’s important to set the record 
straight because Cohen’s failure 
reveals more about the homopho-

bic hatchet that looms over things 
Milk than Van Sant’s debacle 
ever did. 

Cohen’s saga began in June of 
’93, after being chosen to suc¬ 
ceed Van Sant as director. To 
replace Johnston’s script, the 
director rehired David Franzoni, 
who had penned the original 
script for Oliver Stone. “Don’t 
get me wrong,” Cohen hastens to 
add, “there were some terrific 
scenes in Becky’s script - we 
didn’t throw it out. We merged it 
in.” 

Back in April I talked to 
Cohen on the roof of a SOMA 


condo, where he was filming a 
woman dangling off a roof. The 
fog was coming in with a 
vengeance, a 40 mph vengeance 
that rattled the camera on the 
ledge. Over takeout in the rental 
office, we returned to discussing 
the Franzoni script. “How was it 
better than Johnston’s?” I won¬ 
der. 

Cohen wipes his plastic fork. 
“Look, I see The Mayor of Castro 
Street on an epic scale. Becky’s 
script was constructed with over 
150 short scenes, almost like 
building a mosaic - which was 
interesting, but it wasn’t as emo¬ 
tional to me as playing Harvey’s 
various moments out. 

“David seemed to get the 
Milk-Moscone relationship better 
than Becky did - it was much 
more vital. I also thought he’d 
gotten a better beat on Dan White 

- in Becky’s script, he was kind 
of the devil. And I thought, no, no 

- homophobia is the devil, the 
devil’s in the culture.” 

With Franzoni’s script in tow, 
Cohen was asked to recruit a 
famous (read: straight) actor to 
portray the protagonist - what 
Hollywood calls a “bankable 
star.” But why a bankable star, I 
wonder, as opposed to some up- 
and-coming actor in gay theater? 

Cohen pours a Perrier. “The 
Mayor of Castro Street is not an 
intrinsically commercial film. 
Which is okay - in the past 
Warners has been very bold in 
making JFK and Malcolm X, and 
they’re willing to bear the cost of 
Mayor. But they need a mar¬ 
ketable cast.” 

Unfortunately, the number of 
bankables who can portray a mid¬ 
dle-aged Jewish faggot is small. 
“When you go down the list,” the 
director glumly recalls, “you’re 
reduced to six or seven.” 

To hear Cohen tell it, the 
Sizzlin’ Seven turned down the 
part one by one. Robin Williams 
didn’t find the portrayal of Milk 
in the script sufficiently comical. 
Gary Oldman and Daniel Day- 
Lewis offered no explanation. 
(Cohen explains that Lewis’ 
rejection, “broke my heart. He’s 
tall and dark, and with a little bit 
of makeup work, he could have 
portrayed Harvey. He has that 
charisma. I think he’s half-Jewish 

- he has a little bit of that Jewish 
soul that Harvey had.”) 

Michael Douglas - the only 
candidate to directly respond - 
was unable to “connect” with the 
role. “It’s not me,” he told Cohen. 
Billy Crystal wanted his next pic¬ 
ture to be a romance with a 
woman because he’d done City 
Slickers and City Slickers 2. 
Dustin Hoffman’s agent was 
“cloudy” about whether or not 
the star had bothered to read the 
script. (A source close to 
Hoffman says at the time the 
actor was “very focused” first on 
Outbreak, then on his stage per¬ 
formance in American Buffalo. 
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But Dustin was “very much 
moved” by Rob Epstein’s The 
Times of Harvey Milk, and 
“depending on the script” might 
relish the lead in Mayor.) 

By the time Kevin Kline’s 
name came up, Cohen was ready 
to pass the baton. “I don’t know 
what to do,” he confessed to Bob 
Brassel, the gay senior VP at 
Warners who was then supeing 
the project. “I’m not getting these 
meetings [with the bankables]. At 
this point, you’re probably better 
off getting a new director.” 

But over a year later, a new 
director hasn’t been found. 
Which is the first thing Meron 
concedes when I turn on the tape 
recorder. “Discussions are con¬ 
tinuing but ... .

The Road Not Taken 

“Look,” I argue, “there’s got 
to be a better way to film Harvey 
theatrically than to beg seven 
straight men. Forget Warners, 
bankable stars, the $25 million 
budget. Bring back Gus, hire a 
struggling gay actor, let’s play 
ball!” 

Meron sighs the Burbank sigh. 
“That’s another way of doing it,” 
he explains patiently. “But then 
you’re not talking about a big- 
budget studio film. Which would¬ 
n’t be the end of the world, but 
we’d rather have the picture seen 
by more people than to do it with 
a smaller company that reaches 
less.” 

Then with some gay indigna¬ 


tion, he adds: “It’s a really impor¬ 
tant story - why shouldn’t it be 
mainstream? You know what? - 
it’s worth the fight to make it 
mainstream!” 

But does mainstream neces¬ 
sarily require a bankable star? 

The producer nods. “The 
Mayor of Castro Street is a diffi¬ 
cult project and Warners has to be 
assured it’ll see a return on its 
investment. So you match a diffi¬ 
cult project with someone they 
have confidence in, and they’re 
comforted. And some of these 
bankable names happen to be ter¬ 
rific actors, so you kill two birds 
with one stone - a great perfor¬ 
mance that happens to make 
money, which is the goal.” 

Cohen, for his part, also 
defends the Line. “It’d be very 
difficult to make this film on a 
low budget. The things that make 
it interesting are the crowds, the 
street fairs, the clubs, the march¬ 
es, the riots. 

“You’re dealing with a movie 
that has built into it a serious 
amount of cost. You got to recre¬ 
ate the Castro in the ’70s - you 
know, the plan is to build the 
actual street on the back lot with 
the theater and the camera store.” 

Checkmate. Meron won’t 
move without the bucks, Warners 
won’t move without the star, and, 
so far, no star is willing to shine 
as a Jewish fag. Yet the producer 
is confident the next director will 
persuade one of the orbs to twin¬ 
kle. 

In his optimism, Meron is cer¬ 
tainly in the Milk tradition - 
“Life isn’t worth living without 
hope,” Harvey used to say. But 
surely this standoff can’t be toler¬ 
ated much longer before the com¬ 
munity begins to conclude what it 
was chanting after Dan White’s 
acquittal: 

“All straight jury 

No surprise 

Dan White lives 

Harvey dies.” ▼

When Swann is killed (or is 
he?) while performing a new illu¬ 
sion in his show, D’Amour is 
drawn into a multilayered spiral of 
secrets, lies, and otherworldly ter¬ 
ror. He discovers that Swann may 
be much more than the David 
Copperfield-like illusionist he 
appears to be. Instead of mere 
trickery, Swann’s magic may be 


real, and diabolical. As the private 
eye’s world becomes more and 
more fantastic, he begins to 
unearth the horrific secrets of the 
Swann’s involvement in a satanic 
cult led by the magical and charis¬ 
matic Nix, played by Daniel Von 
Bargen. 

The movie is fascinating, yet 
difficult to watch when Barker’s 
particular brand of torture and 
domination graces the screen, 
which it does within the first 10 
minutes. The pacing of the story is

quick and masterfully executed. 
Known for writing, and directing 
or producing, such cult horror hits 
as the Hellraiser series, 
Nightbreed, and both Candyman 
flicks, Barker is a master of the 
make-’em squirm school of 
moviemaking. 

But Barker clearly wants Lord 
of Illusions to be more than just a 
horror flick. Tough guy D’Amour, 
a hero’s hero who never flags in 
his physical battles against Nix 
and his evil minions, makes the 
movie a bona fide action film. A 
subplot focusing on the sexual 
sparks between Dorothea and 
D’Amour adds a touch of 
romance. The special effects, a 
combination of computer-generat¬ 
ed imagery and traditional effects, 
push it into the realm of fantasy. 
The effects are first-rate, at turns 
gruesome and awe-inspiring. 
(Barker’s special effects team 
spanned 10 effects companies and 
included Academy Award-winner 
Gene Warren and Emmy-winner 
Steve Johnson.) 

The actors, too, are better than 
those normally found in typical 
fright night fare. Bakula is well 
known for his work on stage and 
TV, as is Joel Swetow, who play’s 
Swann’s mysterious assistant, 
Valentin. It’s too bad then that 
these truly talented actors are not 
used to their full capabilities. As a 
fiction writer, Barker is quite 
good at telling a story, but not so 
good at writing complex charac¬ 
ters that challenge actors and 
allow them to show off their 
skills. The characters in Lord of 
Illusions are primarily either good 
or evil, rarely anything in 
between. 

The exception is Kevin J. 
O’Connor’s Swann, who is neither 
heroic nor diabolical, only fearful 
and fragile. To his credit, 
O’Connor has succeeded in trans¬ 
forming Swann from a remote and

unsympathetic character, as writ¬ 
ten by Barker, into one who is 
deeply human. 

Mindful of Barker’s penchant 
for hit sequels, chances are audi¬ 
ences won’t have to wait long to 
see more of D’Amour’s battles 
against the dark side. Here’s hop¬ 


ing next time the director will let 
Bakula flex his acting muscles as 
often as he flexes his pecs. ▼

MM. few years ago, before 
alternative youth culture 
became such a target 
market, Lollapalooza 
seemed like something special. 
Now in its fifth year, the touring 
alternative music festival is practi¬ 
cally an institution. It’s just a rea¬ 
son to go to the Shoreline 
Amphitheater every summer. 

I needed to find a twist. So last 
Friday, armed with a press pass 
and a little backpack full of sun¬ 
block, earplugs, and bottled water, 
I donned a tank dress and my 
Hollywood-starlet sunglasses and 
embarked upon my mission: to 
find anything and everything 
“queer” at Lollapalooza. 

There were three stages to 
choose from. The mainstage was 
for bigger acts, those with major 
label record deals. This year’s 
assortment was less than stellar: 
the Mighty Mighty Bosstones, 
The Jesus Lizard, Beck, 
Elastica, Pavement, Cypress 
Hill, Hole, and Sonic Youth, in 
that order. Except for the last two, 
it really wasn’t all that exciting. 
While I’ve seen all these bands 
perform great shows in smaller 
venues, many just couldn’t pull 
off the “big show” that a large 
arena like Shoreline requires. 

The second stage, a haven for 
lesser-known bands, was excep¬ 
tionally disappointing. Indie-rock 
trio Versus were the only ones 
that piqued my interest. 

The third stage, called The 
Lab, took the place, sadly, of the 
spoken word tent. In previous 
years, this was a bastion of queer¬ 
ness - angry dykes read poetry

and drag queens hosted the show. 
Surprisingly though, The Lab was 
the most interesting part of 
Lollapalooza. Most of the bands 
were ones we’d never heard of 
before: ethereal jangle-rockers 
Shallow, the mesmerizing, fierce 
Rainbow Tribe, and fabulous 
funksters Super Booty, a colorful 
twelve-piece band that got the 
crowd dancing with such classics 
as “Play That Funky Music” and 
“Low Rider.” Besides, they had 
gay boys go-go dancing on the 
speakers! 

The really severe queer factor 
at Lollapalooza ’95 was no doubt 
Extra Fancy, the latest buzz-band 
from LA. Because they were one 
of the first bands to play at The 
Lab, I ended up missing them 
completely, but managed to catch 
them the following night at the 
Transmission Lounge. Brian 
Grillo, their sexy, smiling, queer 
lead singer, wowed the crowd by 
banging on a 50-gallon oil drum 
and singing his lungs out. He was 
obviously having a great time. 

For the most part, the fag quo¬ 
tient at Lollapalooza was pretty 
low, but there were a lot of dykes. 
After all, as everyone knows, 
dykes do rock harder, as evi¬ 
denced by the powerful drumming 
of Patty Schemel of Hole. Lead 
singer Courtney Love kept her 
infamous antics to a minimum - 
until the end, that is, when she 


climbed over the stage barricades 
and ran into the crowd, leaving the 
rest of the band amid an avalanche 
of feedback. 

Along with the bands, there 
were the usual assortment of 
booths and vendors representing 
all sorts of things: body piercing, 
hemp legalization, Rock The Vote, 
CUAV. Try as I might, though, I 
couldn’t find the Wild Sex Tent & 
Latex Lounge, which was adver¬ 
tised in the concert guide as “a 
funky space to explore everything 
related to sex and sexuality, 
including AIDS and gay-lesbian- 
bisexual-transsexual issues.” It’s a 
pity it was omitted, because it 
probably would have blown the 
minds of all the 15-year-olds who 
were scampering around looking 
for acid. (I was asked more than a 
few times.) 

What hopefully did blow their 
minds was the Cinema Tent, 
where queer filmmaker Gregg 
Araki’s The Doom Generation 
was showing. During the screen¬ 
ing, buttons were passed out to the 
crowd with the words “Eat Fuck 
Kill” printed on them. It could 
have been the credo for the day, as 
in: Eat greasy, overpriced food. 
Fuck the mainstage bands so we 
can see the better, lesser-known 
bands. And kill time between acts 
by doing what all the dykes were 
doing - wandering around, cruis¬ 
ing each other. ▼

he Hail Marys make no 
bones about it. They want 
to be big. 

“We want to be on the 
Concorde, sweetie!” exclaims 
lead singer Jackie Strano. 

“We want villas in the south of 
France and Mykonos!” adds gui¬ 
tarist Peter Hudson with a laugh. 

“We all want to quit our fuck¬ 
ing day jobs right now,” empha¬ 
sizes Jackie. “We want to be out 
there touring. We’re a dyke and a 
fag who are never going to have 
another chance besides this to be 
out there with our opinions, with 
our personalities. We want to be 
up there. We want to have the 
power. And we definitely want to 
work it.” 

Working it they are. The band 
scrimped and saved enough from 
their tedious restaurant jobs to 
book recording time in a studio. 
Then they managed to get a loan 
from Good Vibrations entrepre¬ 
neur Joani Blank to release a CD. 
“She’s a great philanthropist,” 
comments Jackie. 


hasn’t been so easy. “We’re basi¬ 
cally like Spinal Tap,” says 
Jackie. “We don’t have a perma¬ 
nent drummer. So we’re accept¬ 
ing all applications.” 

There’s usually a good story 
behind the formation of any rock 
band, and the Hail Marys are no 
exception. It all began when 
Jackie met Peter while standing in 
line at a Heart concert in Berkeley 
sometime in the ’80s. They were 
both 16 years old. 

“He was the first person in 
line, and I was the second,” 
explains Jackie. “And we bonded 
over what Ann Wilson, the lead 
singer of Heart, was wearing. And 
we just went on and on! It was 
like, when you find someone just 
as insane and hyper and as much 
of a freak as you! I mean, we were 
both fucking drug addicts in high 
school, coming from broken 
homes and religious families, and 
we just bonded over music.” 

Born in a kitchen 

After that fateful night, the two 
kept in touch. They followed each 
other around the country. At some

The result is their debut album 
Sex Child, released this month on 
the band’s own label. Panic 
Stricken Records. “We wanted to 
do it ourselves,” says Jackie, “and 
not wait around for someone to 
notice us.

point they both came out, and 
then didn’t speak to each other for 
a few years.

“and, as we always do, we were 
sitting in Peter’s kitchen drinking. 
And then I’m like, ‘Oh my god, 
Peter! Let’s get a rock band 
together!’ Boom! We immediately 
started writing songs on acoustic 
guitars in his living room.” 

“I didn’t even know I could 
write real songs until I started 
writing with Jackie,” comments 


Peter. 

Those first few songs, like 
“Temptation” and the acoustic 
“Sex Child,” both appear on the 
new CD, along with six others 
that mostly pertain to sex in one 
way or another. “Well, what else 
is there?” jokes Peter. “I mean, 
you could do a lot of drugs, but 
sex is easier to do. And cheaper. 
And it takes less of a toll on your 
body.” 

With his cute face and long 
blonde hair, Peter is obviously the 
femme one in the band, contrast¬ 
ing smartly with Jackie’s butch 
diva role. The powerful S/M 
imagery evoked in her lyrics con¬ 
firms this. “I walk the walk, and I 
talk the talk,” says Jackie. “I 
mean, that’s my life. I’m a very 


sexual person, and power play is a 
very big part of that. I don’t 
whammy-pammy around it. I 
think music allows, for me any¬ 
way, to channel that energy. This 
is my religion, my spirituality. If I 
didn’t have this release, I don’t 
want to know the type of person I 
would be. I mean, we are queer, 
and we’re exploring our own 
identities and sexualities, and it’s 
no small accident that the music is 
going to reflect that.” 

“We’re writing of the human 
experience through queer eyes,” 
Peter further clarifies. 

“I mean, I’ve got female pro¬ 
nouns,” emphasizes Jackie. “I 
don’t fucking cover it up. If I’m 
addressing a lover in a song, I say 
‘she.’ But there’s a fluidity of sex 


and gender. In the ’90s it’s no 
longer black and white. Butch 
doesn’t necessarily mean top, 
femme doesn’t necessarily mean 
bottom. We’re kind of riding the 
crest of the new liberation.” 

Rock ’n’ roll has always been 
about rebellion in some way, so 
why not have a queer band 
rebelling against staid sex roles? 
The Hail Marys are up to the task. 
“Rock ’n’ roll is so primal!” 
exclaims Peter. “I mean, you feel 
it in your balls!” 

“And also your vagina,” adds 
Jackie, with a knowing grin. T

This may be the weirdest party 
record of the year, but three coun¬ 
tertenors singing material ranging 
from the ridiculous to the nearly 
sublime are hardly likely to please 
listeners on either side of the 
music charts. Some of the num¬ 
bers work well, especially the 
haunting White as Lilies, sung 
beautifully by Andreas Scholl 
(perhaps the best-known member 



of the trio), but others veer per¬ 
ilously close to camp, and choos¬ 
ing O Sole Mio as the opening cut 
was a bad idea - at least in this 
arrangement. 

I confess to liking the discreet 
mix of synthesizers in tandem 
with the Orchestra 

Philharmonique De Camargue, 
directed by Reinhardt Wagner. 
The liner notes are a droll blend of 
information and whimsy. How 
very French. 

The drawbacks are the stingy 
playing time (under 40 minutes) 
and the constant stretching of the 
voices to the point of shrillness. 
Pascal Bertin and Dominique 
Visse almost match Andreas 
Scholl for purity of tone, but the 
singers can’t salvage the poor 
arrangements. The cleverness of 
the idea is soon forgotten. 



Tribute to Duke Ellington 
Barbara Hendricks/Monty 
Alexander Trio 
Angel Records 

This disc marks Barbara 
Hendricks’ second foray into 
blues and jazz repertoire. Her first 
was a successful collaboration 
with the piano-playing Labeque 
sisters. That album of Gershwin 
tunes (currently out of print) was 
recorded in a warm studio 
acoustic with the luxury of 
retakes. The Ellington tribute was 
recorded live in the Montreaux 
Jazz Cafe as part of that city’s leg¬ 
endary Jazz Festival. 

Speaking as a devoted fan of 
the intelligent and lovely 
Hendricks, I found this recording 
a disappointment. What should 
have been the perfect marriage of 
sweet-voiced artistry with the 
genius of one of America’s great¬ 
est composer/musicians is marred 
throughout by poor timing and 
off-key singing. 

The set gains in confidence and 
poise as it goes along, but the 
tepid response of the crowd is no 


surprise. If only this collection of 
songs had been recorded in a stu¬ 
dio. Perhaps in that infinitely 
more suitable (and controllable) 
environment, Hendricks’ voice 
would’ve taken flight. As it is, 
however, she suffers conspicuous 
pitch problems, and the pleasing 
arrangements and expert backup 
from Monty Alexander on piano, 
Ira Coleman on bass, and Ed 
Thigpen on drums, don’t save the 
performance. 

When Hendricks sings “Come 
Sunday” as a heartbreaking, ten¬ 
der art song cum spiritual, we hear 
what this album should have been. 
We hope EMI/Angel will give 
Hendricks another shot, but next 
time, please, put her in the studio. 



Paper Music 

Bobby McFerrin/Saint Paul 
Chamber Orchestra 
Sony Classical 

Here’s a big surprise - a pop 
artist with a real love of classical 
music makes a genuine crossover 
disc and it actually works! 

McFerrin’s trademark vocalise 
has won him a cult following, but 
he makes no bones about his “seri¬ 
ous” aspirations. As an experi¬ 
enced conductor, it’s no surprise 
that McFerrin’s work here is pol¬ 
ished, if at times a little emphatic. 
The remarkable success of Paper 
Music is no doubt the clever com¬ 
bination of wordless vocals and 
chamber orchestra. 

The playlist is hardly obscure - 
Overture to the Marriage of 
Figaro, Eine kleine Nachtmusik - 
but McFerrin’s joyful attitude and 
thoroughgoing professionalism 
carry these performances beyond 
the routine. Aided by beautifully 
creamy sonics and expert orches¬ 
tral playing, this turns out to be 
quite an enjoyable hour’s worth of 
music. Play the bittersweet 
Pavanne by Gabriel Faure first 
and I guarantee you’ll be con¬ 
vinced likewise. ▼ 


Epic By Numbers 


Like People in History 
by Felice Picano; Viking, 

$23.95

t’s doubtful it’s the fans, so it 
must be the writers them¬ 
selves, or perhaps their pub¬ 
lishers, maybe even their 
critics (though certainly not this 
one), who are urging gay writers 
to the epic. Edmund White, in a 
mercy blurb if ever I saw one, 
says this new book by his old 
friend Felice Picano is “the gay 
Gone With the Wind we’ve all 
been waiting for.” 

It’s not an epic I’ve been wait¬ 
ing for. This overstuffed and 
patently contrived traversal of 40 
years of gay life is not what I want 
in a novel, which should be one 
good story, not fragments of 50. 

Picano’s Like People in 
History labors to show the span of 


gay life over more than a genera¬ 
tion by focusing on a pair of 
cousins. The book’s protagonist 
remains pretty much a cipher, too 
much the author’s puppet as he’s 
fit into the happening gay scene of 
every era and locale. His unbe¬ 
lievably precocious and cease¬ 
lessly shallow cousin is supposed 
to be as entertaining as Auntie 
Marne, but is so viciously self- 
serving and mean that one hardly 
believes his cousin continues to 
speak to him at all. 

Together, this improbable pair 
are present at far too many of their 
generation’s defining moments. 
There’s teenage surfing in 
Malibu, post-graduate opera and 
art world intrigue in San 
Francisco, and mid-life Off- 
Broadway theatre in New York. 
This checklist is seasoned with 
the unexpected, like a long detour 
to Woodstock for a tryst with a

The New Ms. Turns Five 


Flight of the Phoenix 


by Wayne Hoffman 

he current issue of Ms. 

magazine sure doesn’t 

look like a “special 

« issue.” There’s no note 
from the editor, no self-indulgent 
retrospective, no eclectic timeline 
highlighting the magazine’s 
accomplishments. But as the five 
candles on the cover attest, this 
issue marks the fifth anniversary 
of the reborn Ms ., and in the 
glitzy world of commercial jour¬ 
nalism, that in itself is something 
special. 

The story of Ms. is one of a 
whole movement’s rise and fall, 
and Phoenix-like rebirth. For les¬ 
bians in particular, it is a story 
about a hard struggle for inclu¬ 
sion, followed by long-awaited 
victory. 

From its birth in 1972, Ms. 
was the voice of mainstream 
American feminism, but as the 
word “feminism” itself lost popu¬ 
lar favor, so did the magazine. By 
the late 1980s, the magazine 
seemed like a shell of its former 
self, and quietly disappeared from 
newsstands and ceased publica¬ 
tion. 

Lesbian issues had long been 
given short shrift in the original 
Ms. The magazine’s reliance on 
advertisers frequently interfered 
with its political mission, and les¬ 
bian issues in particular often fell 
by the wayside to appease squea¬ 
mish sponsors. 

If the Ms. of the 1970s danced 
around lesbian issues, however, 
advertisers were only half the 
problem. The feminist movement 
itself was struggling with lesbian 
inclusion, and Ms. fell in line with 
the feminist establishment. 

As Rubyfruit Jungle author 
Rita Mae Brown recounts in the 
anniversary issue of Ms., the 
women’s movement was quite a 
hostile place for lesbians 25 years 
ago. Dubbed “the lavender men¬ 
ace,” lesbians were driven out of 
women's organizations by the 
hundreds. Rejected by women’s 
groups like NOW and disregarded 
in publications like Ms., lesbians 
became the pariahs of the move¬ 
ment. 

Brown’s personal recollections 
detail the sense of frustration in 
the early 1970s, as lesbians found 
themselves rejected by straight 
women and ignored by gay men 
in nascent gay liberation organi¬ 
zations. She also recalls the orga¬ 
nizing that lesbians did at the time 
to protest the exclusion and the 
demands they made for increased 
coverage. 

Exaggerated rifts 

Rosemary Dempsey, national 
vice president of the National 
Organization for Women, worries 
that Brown may be exaggerating 
the rifts in the movement by 
focusing on the lavender menace 
era. She notes that while the 
movement openly rejected les¬ 
bians in 1969 and 1970, by 1971 
NOW had passed a resolution 
declaring lesbian issues central to 
the feminist movement. Other 
groups followed suit, and today 
lesbian rights are one of NOW’s 
top national priorities. 

As the feminist movement has 
matured, so has Ms. magazine. 
After the original Ms. folded, a 
new Ms. rose in 1990 stronger 
than ever, with a sharper edge and 
renewed progressive vigor. 
Among the primary beneficiaries 
of the changes: Ms. ’ substantial 
lesbian readership. 

Aside from simply reflecting 
the significant inroads lesbians 
had made in feminist groups by 
1990, the most significant change 
at the new Ms. was the decision to 
stop taking advertising. While the 


original Ms. depended on ads for 
revenue, the resurrected magazine 
gave up glossy graphics and com¬ 
mercial funding in hopes of gain¬ 
ing more editorial freedom and 
avoiding potential ideological 
conflicts with advertisers. 

“This Ms. is much more inde¬ 
pendent,” says Brown, noting the 
improvements in the magazine's 
current incarnation. “Ms. can ide¬ 
ologically say anything they 
want. Their role is to shake people 
up because they can, and in a way 
that none of the Other publications 
can.” 

On this issue. Brown and 
Dempsey agree: the shift away 
from advertisers freed up the edi¬ 
tors to address more issues head- 
on. Dempsey joins Brown in 
singing the praises of the new Ms. 

“The whole magazine went up 
in quality, became much more 
straightforward, much more rele¬ 
vant, much more risk-taking after 
they went ad-free,” says 


Dempsey. 

Difficult decision 

Publishing a magazine 
without advertisements is a 
difficult prospect financially, 
and few major magazines 
have done so successfully. 

Ms. News Editor Kate 
Rounds says that going 
commercial-free may not be 
an easy decision from an 
economic perspective, but 
from an editorial perspec¬ 
tive, it’s essential to pre¬ 
serve the magazine’s political 
integrity. 

“I think advocacy journalism, 
which is what we are, is a very 
honest and necessary kind of jour¬ 
nalism,” Rounds says. “Lots of 
magazines and newspapers pre¬ 
tend to be objective, when they’re 
really not. We’re saying we do 
have this point of view, and this is 
the point of view we’re going to 
get across.” 



Part of that point of 
view is a commitment to include 
sexual orientation, as well as race 
and class, as an integral part of 
every story, as well as a subject 
for separate stories in its own 
right. 

“There’s probably never an 
issue of Ms. that doesn’t include 
gay and lesbian issues,” says 


Rounds. “In 1995, the people 
who read Ms. and are con¬ 
cerned with Ms. take it pretty 
much for granted that lesbian 
issues are included.” 

The lavender menace is only a 
part of history at Ms. ; the news 
clippings, fiction, poetry and 
features regularly address les¬ 
bian issues now. Occasionally, 
Ms. even gets letters from read¬ 
ers who wish it would cut back 
its lesbian coverage, but Rounds 
- herself a lesbian - says these 
letters are infrequent and do not 
affect the commitment of the edi¬ 
tors. 

The fact that such a discourse 
is taking root in the pages of Ms. 
is itself an indicator that the mag¬ 
azine has become an eloquent 
forum for debate, secure enough 
in its freedom to move beyond its 
own restrictive history. For the 
lavender menace of days past, 
that is reason to celebrate. ▼

rock star, as well as the overex¬ 
pected, like an ACT-UP demon¬ 
stration at Gracie Mansion, and a 
climactic death from AIDS. 
Supposedly lacing it all together is 
an alternately romantic and turbu¬ 
lent but rarely credible story of 
great, yet doomed, love. 

Picano contrives a few exhila¬ 
rating set pieces, like a summer 


dance on Fire 
Island, and a 
comic soap- 
opera intrigue 
that culminates 
in a furious 
crescendo at an 
art opening. But 
he’s self-con¬ 
sciously literary 
throughout, hit¬ 
ting his nadir 
with a perfumed phrase as hard on 
the eyes and tongue as on the 


mind: the aroma of blossoms 
wafting across the Hudson 
“pinkly and yellowly.” 

But he’d lost me 300 pages 
earlier (there are 500 altogether), 
so instead of weeping big tears 
over the death scene at the end, I 
heaved a sigh of relief and skipped 
off to the beach. Which is not a 
bad place to read this book, if you 
must, since most of your attention 
will be diverted by boys, their 
bodies, and the always sure and 
sincere grasp of the sun. ▼
